Sir — ^In  your  letter  to  me  of  the  18th  instant,  you  state 
the  appropriation  for  the  Foundling  Asylum  of  the  Sisters  of 
CSiarity,  for  the  year  1876,  is  almost  entirely  exhausted,  and 
ibat  there  are  not  funds  sufficient  to  meet  the  amount  due  for 
the  per  capita  allowance  as  established  by  law,  and  accruing 
for  the  month  of  December,  1876,  which  amount,  in  the  aggre- 
gate, is  $20,251 .  72.  You  also  state  that  there  are  no  balances 
of  unexpended  appropriations  which  can  he  transferred  by  the 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  to  meet  such  deficiency. 
Ton  request  my  opinion  whether  the  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment,  under  chapter  221  of  the  Laws  of  1875,  can 
appropriate  from  the  Excise  moneys  a  sufficient  sum  to  meet 
the  deficiency  for  such  month. 

The  Foundling  Asylum  of  the  Sisters  of  Charity  is  a  charit- 
able institution  to  which,  under  the  authority  conferred  by 
chapter  635  of  the  Laws  of  1872,  chapter  644  of  the  Laws  of 
1874,  and  chapter  221  of  the  Laws  of  1875,  the  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment  is  authorized  annually  to  appro- 
priate a  per  capita  sum  for  the  support  of  the  poor  who  are 
cared  for  or  supported  in  said  institution.  Under  these  laws, 
^id  Board  made  an  appropriation  for  these  institutions  for  the 
jear  1876,  amounting  to  $208,050,  being  at  the  rate  of  thirty- 
^t  cents  a  day  for  each  child  cared  for  or  supported,  and  for 
Ml  estimated  average  of  fifteen  hundred  children. 

It  would  seem  from  your  letter  that  the  average  number  has 
exceeded  1,500,  and  that  a  deficiency  has,  in  consequence, 
oecarred.    Section  4  of  said  chapter  221  of  the  Laws  of  1875, 
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authorises  the  Board  of  EstiQiate,  from  time  to  time,  imd  in 
Bums  accordiog  to  its  dii^etion,  by  resolution,  to  appropriate 
all  Excise  moneys  to  such  benevolent  and  charitable  institu- 
tions, in  said  city,  which  shall  gratuitously  aid,  support,  or 
assist  the  poor  thereof,  as  may  seem  to  said  Boards  deserving 
or  proper.  And  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  410  of  the 
Laws  of  1875,  the  term  *'poor,"  as  used  in  said  chapter  221, 
includes  the  children  cared  for  or  supported  in  said  Foundling 
Asylum. 

The  fact  that  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  is 
authorized  by  said  chapter  221,  and  the  other  laws  above 
referred  to,  to  appropriate  money  to  said  Foundling  Asylum, 
to  be  raised  by  taxation,  does  not  prevent  the  Board  from  also 
making  appropriations  to  said  asylum  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
Excise  moneys. 

The  provisions  of  section  4  of  said  last-mentioned  act  permit 
the  Board  to  make  appropriations  to  all  charitable  and  benevo- 
lent institutions  of  the  class  mentioned  in  said  section,  without 
exception. 

I  am  of  the  opinion,  therefore,  that  the  Board  of  Fistimate 
and  Apportionment  may,  in  its  discretion,  appropriate  from 
the  Excise  moneys  a  sufficient  sum  to  meet  the  deficiency  in 
the  appropriation  made  to  said  asylum  for  the  year  1876.

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Department  for  the  care  and  support  of  destitute  children 
comn^itted  to  their  care  by  the  Police  Justices  of  this  city,  from 
July  to  December,  1876,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  $3,553.14 ; 
that  prior  to  January,  1876,  this  class  of  children  was  com- 
mitted to  the  care  of  the  Commission  of  Charities  and  Correc- 
tion, and  a  number  were  transferred  from  BandalFs  Island  to 
the  Institution  of  Mercy,  January  1,  1876,  for  whose  care  and 
sopport  the  Commission  of  Charities  and  Correction  now  pro- 
vide out  of  their  funds ;  that  the  children  for  whose  support 
these  bills  have  been  presented  have  been  committed  under 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  173  of  the  Laws  of  1875,  and  you 
request  my  opinion  upon  the  question  whether  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Charities  and  Correction  are  not  properly  charge- 
able with  the  cost  of  their  care  and  support. 

It  was  provided  in  Section  1  of  Chapter  173  of  the  Laws  of 
1875,  that  on  and  after  January  1, 1876,  it  should  not  be  lawful 
for  Pohce  Justices  to  commit  children  over  three  and  under 
sixteen  years  of  age  as  vagrant,  truant,  and  disorderly,  to  any 
County  Poorhouse  in  this  State,  or  for  any  County  Superin- 
tcDdent  or  Overseer  of  the  Poor,  or  other  officers,  to  send  any 
snch  child  as  a  pauper  to  any  such  Poorhouse  for  support  and 
care  (with  certain  exceptions  which  it  is  unnecessary  to  refer 
to),  but  that  such  Justice,  County  Superintendent,  Overseer  of 
the  Poor,  or  other  officers,  should  commit  or  send  such  chil- 
dren to  some  orphan  asylum  or  other  charitable  or  reforma- 
tory institution  as  now  provided  for  by  law.  The  second  section 
of  said  act  made  it  the  duty  of  the  County  Superintendent  of 
the  Poor,  or  other  proper  officers  charged  with  the  support  and 
relief  of  indigent  persons  of  the  several  counties  of  this  State 
in  which  there  are  County  Poorhouses,  to  cause  the  removal  of 
all  children  between  the  age  of  three  and  sixteen  years,  not 
exempted  by  the  first  section  of  the  act,  from  their  respective 
Poorhouses,  on  or  before  January  1, 1876 ;  and  also  to  cause 
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the  removal  of  those  who  might  thereafter  come  under  tiieir 
care  and  control,  or  be  bom  in  such  Poorhonses,  before  they 
shall  have  arrived  at  the  age  of  three  years,  and  provide  for 
their  support  and  care  in  families,  orphan  asylums,  or  other 
proper  institutioDS,  as  now  provided  for  by  law. 

Alter  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  Commissioners  of  Charities 
and  Correction  consulted  this  Department  as  to  their  duty 
under  it,  and  were  advised  that,  as  the  city  of  New  York  was 
not  excepted  by  the  terms  of  the  act,  it  was  their  duty  to  com- 
ply with  its  provisions.  The  Commissioners  were  further  ad- 
vised that,  as  they  were  required  to  provide  for  the  support 
and  care  of  the  children  to  be  removed  from  Bandall*s  Island, 
and  as  it  was  said  to  be  impossible  to  procure  the  reception  of 
such  children  into  any  proper  charitable  institution  in  this  city 
unless  the  Commissioners  would  undertake  to  provide  for 
their  support,  that  it  was  their  duty  under  the  act  to  make 
provision  for  the  support  of  all  those  children  who  had  been 
once  under  their  control  and  were  removed  therefrom  to  char- 
itable institutions. 

The  CommissioDers  of  Charities  and  Correction,  acting  upon 
the  advice  so  given,  complied  with  the  law  and  transferred  cer- 
tain children  from  Randall's  Island  to  Charitable  Institutions. 

The  same  view  appears  to  have  been  taken  of  the  matter  by 
the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  for  the  appropria- 
tion for  the  Department  of  Public  Charities  and  Correction  for 
the  year  1877,  contains  the  following :  "  For  all  supplies  for  the 
Department  of  Public  Charities  and  Correction,  including 
$50,000  for  support  of  out-door  poor  and  for  maintenance  of  child- 
ren transferred  from  Randall's  Island  Nursery  to  various  institu- 
tions, 1800,000. 

Provision  has  thus  been  made  for  those  children  who  were 
once  under  the  charge  of  the  Commissioners  of  Charities  and 
Correction,  but  ha^e  been  so  transferred  by  them  to  vanoua 
charitable  institutions. 


^^W^i 
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With  regard  to  those  children^  however,  who  have  never  been 
under  the  charge  of  said  commissioners,  but  who  have  been  com- 
mitted by  the  Police  Justices  directly  to  charitable  institutions, 
the  matter  stands,  legally,  if  not  morally,  in  a  different  position 
so  far  as  concerns  the  providing  of  means  for  their  support. 

Chapter  173  of  the  Laws  of  1873,  does  not  impose  upon  the 
Commissioners  of  Charities  and  Correction  the  duty  of  support- 
ing children  who  may  have  been  committed  by  the  Police  Jus- 
tices to  charitable  institutions  since  January  1, 1876,  nor  does  any 
other  statute,  so  far  as  I  am  aware,  impose  that  duty  upon  them  ; 
the  general  statutes  defining  their  powers  and  duties  contem- 
plate that  those  children  only  who  are  immediately  under  their 
chaise,  and  who  are  maintained  in  public  institutions,  shall  be 
supported  out  of  the  moneys  appropriated  for  that  department. 
I  do  not  thinky  therefore,  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Commis- 
sioners, nor  that  they  have  the  right  to  use  any  portion  of  the 
fonds  appropriated  for  that  department  to  the  payment  of  the 
bills  referred  to  in  your  letter. 

As  the  children  in  question  belong  to  a  class,  which,  before 
the  passage  of  the  act,  chapter  173,  of  the  Laws  of  187^,  were 
supported  in  public  institutions,  at  the  public  expense,  it  would 
seem  that  some  further  provision  of  law  ought  to  be  made  for 
their  support  in  the  charitable  institutions  to  which  they  have 
been,  and  will  doubtless  hereafter  be,  committed  by  the  police  . 
justices. 

It  is  doubtful  whether,  as  the  law  now  s^fands,  it  is  in  the 
power  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  to  make 
an  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the  children  committed  by 
police  justices  to  the  *^  Institution  of  Mercy."  The  said  chap- 
ter 173  of  the  Laws  of  1875,  provided  that  the  Boards  of  Sup- 
enisors  should  take  such  action  in  the  matter  as  might  be 
necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  that  act ;  it  is  doubtful 
itether  this  particular  provision  has  any  application  to  the 
dty  of  New  York* 
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This  act  was  passed  April  24, 1875,  and  on  April  30, 1875, 
another  act,  being  chapter  221  of  the  Laws  of  that  year,  was 
passed,  which  makes  provision  for  the  aid  and  support  of  the 
poor  in  this  city.  The  first  section  authorizes  the  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment,  with  the  Supervisors,  to  annuallj 
raise  such  amounts  as  they  may  consider  necessary  in  aid  and 
support  of  the  poor,  and  to  appropriate  such  proportion  thereof 
as  they  may  deem  necessary  or  proper  to  the  various  charitable 
or  reformatory  institutions  in  this  county.  The  second  section 
however,  provides  that  no  appropriation  or  payment  shall  be 
made  to  any  charitable  institution  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
of  the  county  of  New  York,  under  the  first  section,  except  to 
institutions  to  which  the  Board  of  Supervisors  were,  during  the 
year  1874,  authorized  to  appropriate  and  pay  moneys  in  aid 
and  support  of  the  poor  cared  for  or  supported  therein. 

So  far  as  I  can  ascertain,  the  Institution  of  Mercy  was  not 
one  of  the  institutions  to  which  the  Board  of  Supervisors  were, 
during  the  year  1874,  authorized  to  appropriate  and  pay  moneys 
in  aid  and  support  of  the  poor  cared  for  or  supported  therein. 
If  such  was  the  fact,  it  would  seem,  therefore,  that  it  would  not 
be  in  the  power  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment, 
either  to  make  an  annual  appropriation  for  the  support  of  such 
children,  nor  to  transfer  any  balances  of  unexpended  appropri- 
ations for  their  support,  without  some  further  legislation. 

I  regret  that  I  am  forced  to  this  conclusion,  and  my  answer 
to  your  letter  has  been  delayed  for  several  days  in  the  hope 
that  a  thorough  consideration  of  the  matter  might  lefitd  to  a 
different  result.  I  see  no  escape,  however,  from  such  conclu- 
sion, and  the  only  suggestion  I  am  able  to  make  is,  that  the 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  shall,  if  it  sees  fit, 
appropriate  a  sufficient  amount  from  the  Excise  moneys  to  pro- 
vide for  the  payment  of  the  bills  referred  to  in  your  letter,  and 
the  further  support  of  the  children  in  question.  I  think  that, 
under  the  authority  conferred  by  section  4  of  said  chapter  221 
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of  the  Laws  of  1875,  and  by  chapter  488  of  the  Laws  of  1876, 
the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  can  lawfully  make        / 
snch  an  appropriation.

Hon.  John  Kelly,  Comptroller  : 

Sir,— Referring  to  your  letter  to  me.of  the  3d  instant,  in  rela- 
tion to  janitors  appointed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works,  and  by  the  Police  Justices,  and  to  my  reply  thereto  of 
the  9th  instant,  I  have  now  to  further  advise  you  in  regard  to 
this  matter  as  follows : 
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tJnder  section  12,  of  chapter  538,  of  the  Laws  of  1873,  tlie 
Board  of  Police  Justices  is  authorized  to  appoint  clerks, 
clerks'  assistants,  interpreters,  stenographers,  and  "  other 
necessary  attendants." 

It  was  decided  by  the  General  Term  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
in  the  case  of  Bergen  against  the  city,  that  under  this  statute 
an  attendant  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Police  Justices,  and 
who  was  called  a  "  janitor  of  the  Police  Courts,  and  performed 
certain  duties  in  those  courts,  was  entitled  to  be  paid  his  salary 

» 

out  of  the  City  Treasury."  It  was,  however,  stated,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  court,  in  that  case,  that  the  right  of  the  Police 
Justices  to  appoint  a  janitor  of  this  description,  was  not  incon- 
aistent  with  the  right  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  to 
appoint  janitors  for  the  buildings  and  parts  of  buildings  in 
which  the  Police  coui'ts  are  held. 

It  was  also  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court,  in  actions  brought 
by  Burke  against  the  city,  to  recover  his  salary  as  janitor  of  a 
building  in  which  Police  Courts  are  held,  that  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Works  had  the  right  to  appoint  such  janitor, 
and  that  he  was  entitled  to  be  paid  his  salary  out  of  the  City 
Treasury. 

As  I  am  informed,  the  estimates  submitted  by  the  Police 
Justices  of  appropriations  necessary  for  the  Police  Courts  for 
the} ear  1877,  contained  specific  items  of  $1,500,  for  a  janitor 
for  each  of  the  six  PoUce  Courts.  These  items  were  disallowed 
bj  the  Board  of  Apportionment,  as  I  understand,  upon  the 
ground  that  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  had  the  right 
to  appoint  janitors  for  the  buildings  in  which  such  courts  are 
held,  and  that  the  appointment  of  such  janitors  by  the  Com- 
nusaioner  of  PubHc  Works  rendered  it  unnecessary  for  the 
PoUce  Justices  to  also  appoint  janitors  for  their  courts.  The 
Board  therefore  refused  to  allow  the  sum  of  f  y,000  necessary 
to  pay  the  six  janitors  appointed  by  the  Police  Justices,  but 
Qcluded  in  the  appropriation,  *'  Supplies  for  and  Cleaning 
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Poblic  Offices/'  which  is  subject  to  the  control  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works,  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  janitors  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works.  As  I  haye 
heretofore  advised  you,  the  janitors  appointed  by  said  Com- 
missioner are  to  be  paid  out  of  this  appropriation,  but  as  the 
Police  Justices  have  placed  upon  their  pay-roll  for  the  month 
of  January,  1877,  janitors  for  each  of  the  six  Police  Courts,  the 
qnestioD  presents  itself,  what  course  shall  be  taken  in  refer- 
ence to  the  payment  of   such  last  mentioned  janitors  ? 

One  of  the  items  of  the  appropriation  for  the  Police  Courts 
for  the  year  1877,  is  the  following  : 

"  Salaries  of  Clerks,  Attendants,  Stenographers,  Interpreters, 
the  Record  Clerk  and  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Police  Justices, 
$62,600."  It  appears  by  the  list  of  attaches  of  the  Police 
Courts,  published  in  the  City  Record,  January  31, 1877,  that 
there  was  at  the  time  of  such  publication,  a  janitor  in  each  of 
the  six  districts,  receiving  a  salary  of  $1,500  per  annum.  The 
total  amount  necessary  to  pay  all  the  attendants,  according  to 
the  list  so  published,  would  be  $71 ,600,  including  $300  for  the 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Police  Justices ;  the  total  amount 
appropriated,  as  above  stated,  is  $62,600.  If  all  the  persons 
included  in  the  list,  therefore,  are  paid,  the  appropriation  at  the 
end  of  the  year  will  be  insufficient  by  $9,000.  In  such  pub- 
lished list  there  is  also  one  Court  attendant  for  the  First  Dis- 
trict, having  a  salary  of  $1,500  ;  it  is  evident  that  the  Board  of 
Apportionment  intended  to  appropriate  a  sufficient  amount  to 
pay  all  the  persons  included  in  the  list  (including  the  said 
Court  Attendant  for  the  First  District)  except  janitors,  at  the 
rates  stated  in  the  City  Record,  but  did  not  intend  to  make  any 
appropriation  to  pay  the  six  janitors  therein  included. 

The  difficulty  which  now  presents  itself  is,  that  the  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment  has  made  a  general  appropriation 
of  $62,600,  which  is  i^plicable  to  the  payment  of  attendants. 
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as  well  as  the  other  officers  of  the  Police  Oourts.  The  per- 
sons appointed  by  the  Police  Justices,  and  called  janitors, 
are  really  attendants  of  the  Courts,  and  the  power  of  the 
Police  Justices  to  make  such  appointments  is  derived  solely 
from  the  power  given  them  in  section  12  of  said  Act  of  1873, 
to  appoint  attendants.  It  will,  doubtless,  therefore  be  claimed 
that  the  appropriation  of  $62,600  for  the  year  1877  is,  so 
long  as  it  lasts,  as  applicable  to  the  payment  of  such  janitors 
as  it  is  to  the  payment  of  said  Court  Attendant  for  the  First 
District,  aqd  the  other  officers  or  attendants  mentioned  in 
the  appropriation. 

There  is  some  force  in  this  claim,  and  I  am  apprehensive 
that  if  payment  of  such  janitors  is  refused,  and  they  bring 
actions  against  the  city  for  their  salaries,  it  will  be  difficult  to 
defend  them  unless  some  further  action  in  regard  to  this 
matter  is  taken  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
ment 

As  above  stated,  section  12,  of  chapter  538,  of  Laws  of 
1873,  authorizes  the  Police  Justices  to  appoint  necessary  at- 
tendants, but  section  4  of  said  act  provides  that  the  proper 
authorities  of  the  city  may  require  the  expenditures  for  the 
Police  Courts  and  the  number  of  persons  employed  about 
SQch  courts,  and  the  salaries  (save  those  therein  fixed),  to  be 
no  more  than  the  public  interest,  in  their  opinion  requires.  In 
Tiew  of  this  provision  of  the  statute  and  of  the  form  in  which 
the  appropriation  for  the  Police  Courts  has  been  made,  as 
above  mentioned,  and  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  what  was 
plainly  the  intention  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
ment, and  to  prevent  possible  loss  to  the  city,  I  have  concluded 
to  adyise  as  follows  : 

(1.)  That  the  salaries  of  the  so-called  janitors  appointed  by 
the  PoUce  Justices  be  paid  out  of  the  appropriation  for  those 
oourts  for  the  months  of  January  and  February,  1877. 
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(2.)  Tliat  the  Board  of  Apportionment  should,  if  it  sees  fit, 
adopt  the  preambles  and  resolations  herewith  transmitted,  and 
that  thereafter  the  Comptroller  should  refuse  to  paj  salaries  to 
said  janitors  appointed  bj  the  Police  Justices.

Sir,— In  answer  to  the  questions  contamed  in  yoor  commu- 
nication of  the  5th  instant,  requesting  information  to  be  laid 
before  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  in  the  mat- 
ter of  the  application  of  this  Board  for  an  appropriation  of  an 
unexpended  balance  to  meet  the  expenses  required  for  the 
current  year  (1876-1877),  in  the  prosecution  of  civil  actions  for 
the  recovery  and  collection  of  penalties  for  violation  of  the 
Excise  Law,  we  would  say  :

attorney  to  this  Board,  biing  such  actions  without  the  delega- 
tion of  the  power,  as  aforesaid,  by  the  Board  of  Public  Chari- 
ties and  Corrections. 

Such  cases  were  brought  by  our  predecessors,  by  their  attor- 
ney in  the  name  of  the  Board  of  Excise, .  until  the  General 
Term  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  decided  that  under  the 
amendment  of  the  Excise  Law  (Laws  1873,  Chap.  820),  such 
actions  must  be  brought  by  and  in  the  name  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Charities  and  Correction.  Such  decision  was  based 
upon  the  provision  in  the  amendment  before  cited,  that  these 
actions  must  be  brought  in  the  name  of  the  overseers  of  the 
poor  in  the  town  in  which  the  allied  penalty  was  incurred. 
Since  this  decision  the  cases  which  have  been  brought  hare 
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been  in  the  name  of  the  Board  of  Pablio  Charities  and  Oor- 
rection,  and  conducted  by  the  Corporation  Attorney.  The 
aaomaloas  result  in  this  city,  brought  about  by  the  amendment 
before  mentioned,  in  compelling  excise  suits  to  be  conducted 
by  ihe  Board  of  Public  Charities  and  Correction,  was  so 
apparent  that  that  Board,  under  the  advice  of  the  Corporation 
Connsel,  delegated  the  power  to  bring  these  suits  to  the  Board 
of  Excisa 

SeooncL — ^The  amount  required  for  the  current  year  ending 
May  1,  1877,  will  be  five  hundred  eighty-three  dollars  and 
thirty-three  cents. 

Third. — ^The  appropriation  is  to  be  applied  to  the  payment  of 
the  attorney  of  this  Board  as  compensation  for  his  services,  in 
addition  to  the  salary  now  paid  him. 

Fwrth. — ^In  case  of  such  appropriation,  all  charges  and  ex- 
penses for  and  on  account  of  the  employment  of  said  Attorney, 
and  the  bringing  of  said  suits,  will  be  paid,  and  no  contingent 
daiffls  can  arise  against  the  city. 

Fi/tk — ^The  liability  of  the  city  for  costs  in  adverse  decisions, 
and  otherwise,  will  be  the  same  and  no  greater,  as  in  all  other 
suits  brought  by  its  legally  constituted  Attorneys  and  Counsel, 
U)d  all  costs  in  favorable  decisions  by  law  must  be  paid  into 
the  comity  treasury  (Laws  1873,  chapter  820).

The  Chaibicam  presented  the  following  opinion  from  the 
Counsel  to  the  Corporation : 

Law  Department, 
Office  op  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation, 

New  York,  March  14, 1877. 

Hon.  Smith  Elt,  Jr.,  Major : 

Dear  Sir, — I  duly  received  your  letter  of  the  16th  of  Febru- 
ary ultimo,  inclosing  a  printed  extract  from  the  report  of  the 
Commissioners  of  Accounts  to  the  Mayor  and  Common  Coun- 
cil, requesting  my  opinion  whether  the  New  Court  House  Com- 
missioners have  so  exceeded  their  powers  or  violated  the  law 
as  to  make  it  proper  for  the  Mayor  to  take  any  action  upon 
the  subject. 

The  importance  of  this  matter  made  it  necessary  for  me  to 
thoroughly  examine  the  questions  involved,  and  my  answer  to 
your  letter  has  been  for  that  reason  delayed.  I  am  now  in  receipt 
of  your  letter  of  the  10th  instant,  in  which  you  refer  to  your 
former  communication,  and  desire  my  opinion  as  to  the  pro- 
priety,  in  a  legal  point  of  view,  of  continued  payments  from  the 
City  Treasury,  on  account  of  the  New  Court  House. 

The  questions  raised  by  the  Commissioners  of  Accounts  in 
their  report,  are  two : 
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L  The  Commissioners  sng^est  that  chapter  583  of  the  Laws 
of  1871,  so  far  as  the  same  relates  to  the  City  of  New  York, 
was  repealed  by  section  119  of  the  Charter  of  1873,  and  that  it 
is  therefore  doubtfal  whether  authority  now  exists,  under  said 
law,  to  issue  bonds  to  provide  for  the  completion  of  the  New 
Court  House. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  full  authority  at  the  present 
time  to  issue  such  bonds.  Section  7  of  chapter  583  of  the  Laws  of 
1871,  authorized  the  sum  of  $750,000  to  be  expended  under  the 
direction  and  supervision  of  the  Court  House  Commissioners, 
to  provide  for  the  completion  of  the  New  County  Court  House, 
and  the  ComptroUer  was  authorized  and  directed  to  raise  said 
amount  on  the  stock  of  the  County  of  New  York.  The  repeal  of 
said  chapter,  so  far  as  it  related  to  the  city,  by  the  Charter  of 
1873,  did  not  affect  this  provision,  hut  left  it  in  full  force. 
Chapter  304  of  the  Laws  of  1874,  consolidated  the  County  of 
New  York  and  the  City  of  New  York  into  one  corporation,  to 
be  known  by  the  name  of  "  The  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Com- 
moDalty  of  the  City  of  New  York,"  and  provided  that  all  the 
rights,  property,  interests,  claims,  and  demands  of  the  County 
of  New  York  should  be  vested  in  and  belong  to  said  Corpora- 
tion. It  also  provided  that  all  bonds,  stocks,  contracts,  and 
obligations  of  said  county  then  existing,  should  thenceforth  be 
deemed  such  of  and  against  said  Corporation,  and  all  such  that 
were  or  might  be  authorized  or  required  to  be  thereafter  issued 
or  entered  into  should  be  issued  or  entered  into  by  and  in  the 
name  of  said  Corporation.  At  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this 
act,  the  County  of  New  York  was  authorized  to  issue  bonds 
for  the  completion  of  the  Coart  House,  and  1  think  that  the 
power  and  authority  to  issue  such  bonds  was  transferred  to, 
and  vested  in  and  is  now  possessed  by  the  City  of  New  York. 

2.  The  main  question,  however,  raised  by  the  report  of  the 
Commissioners  of  Accounts  is,  whe^lier  the  Oommissionera  of 


1966 

the  New  Conrt  Honse,  in  entering  into  certain  contracts  have 
exceeded  their  anthoritj.  The  Commissioners  of  Accounts 
ttate  that  of  the  $750,000  authorized  to  be  appropriated  bj 
said  section  7,  chapter  583,  of  the  Laws  of  1871,  there  remains 
the  sum  of  $495,231.86,  which  can  be  expended  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  building.  That  of  this  amount,  the  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment  has  appropriated  $100,000  only ; 
and  that  with  only  this  appropriation  the  Court  House  Com- 
missioners have  entered  into  contracts  involving  the  expendi- 
ture of  $381,478. 

The  Commissioners  of  Accounts  state  that  the  Commission- 
ers of  the  Court  House  cannot  lawfully  incur  liabilities  for  the 
completion  of  the  building,  under  said  section  7,  chapter  583, 
of  the  Laws  of  1871,  in  excess  of  the  moneys  appropriated  by 
the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment;  and,  also,  that 
such  liabilities  cannot  be  incurred  until  an  appropriation  cover- 
ing the  expense  has  previously  been  made  by  that  Board ;  and 
they  refer  to  a  decision  of  his  Honer  Judge  Barrett  in  support 
of  this  position. 

The  Commissioners  of  Ac90unts  also  refer  to  the  provision 
of  the  Charter  of  1873,  which  declares  that  no  officer  shall  incur 
any  expense  in  excess  of  sum  appropriated ;  and  state  that,  in 
their  opinion,  this  provision  of  the  Charter  is  applicable  to  the 
Commissioners  of  the  New  Court  House.  The  Commissioners 
of  Accounts  are  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  the  Court  House 
Commissioners  have  exceeded  their  authority  by  entering  into 
contracts  amounting  to  $381,478,  when  the  Board  of  Estimate 
and  Apportionment  has  only  authorized  the  expenditure  of 
$100,000. 

I  think  it  extremely  doubtful  whether  the  present  Com- 
missioners of  the  New  Court  House  are  '*  officers,"  within  the 
meaning  of  the  provisions  of  the  Charter  referred  to  by  the 
Oommissionera  of  Accounts. 
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The  Court  Hoobo  was  originally  a  county  building,  and  it 
was  only  by  virtue  of  the  act  consolidating  the  city  and  county, 
above  referred  to,  that  the  title  to  the  building  was  transferred 
to  the  city.  Although  the  building  is  now  the  property  of  the 
city,  and  although  the  present  Commissioners  were  appointed 
by  the  Mayor,  it  does  not  necessarily  follow  that  the  provision 
of  the  Charter  above  cited  applies  to  them.  Such  a  construc- 
tion of  the  Charter  would  hardly  be  in  accordance  with  the 
decisions  of  the  courts,  so  far  as  similar  provisions  have  here- 
tofore received  judicial  interpretation.  I  shall  not,  however, 
go  into  the  history  of  the  appointment  of  the  present  Com- 
missioners, nor  attempt  to  pass  upon  this  point,  for  I  do  not 
think  that  the  question,  whether  the  Commissioners  have  ex- 
ceeded their  powers  necessarily  depends  upon  whethor  or  not 
they  are  "  officers,"  within  the  meaning  of  the  above  cited  pro- 
Tision  of  the  Charter. 

The  Commissioners  of  the  New  Court  House  are  certainly 
public  officers,  having  those  limited  powers  only  which  are 
conferred  upon  them  by  the  several  statutes  relating  to  their 
appoiDtment  and  the  erection  and  completion  of  said  Court 
House.  They  may,  therefore,  have  exceeded  their  authority, 
even  though  they  are  not,  strictly  speaking,  "officers"  of  the 
municipality,  within  the  meaning  of  the  Charter. 

The  question,  as  to  the  powers  of  the  former  Commissioners 
of  the  Court  House,  under  section  7  of  chapter  583  of  the  Laws 
of  1871,  was  much  discussed  in  the  cases  of  the  People  ex  re/,  the 
Tenth  National  Bank  against  Andrew  H.  Green,  and  the  Peo- 
ple ex  rel.  the  Tenth  National  Bank  against  the  Board  of  Ap- 
portionment. These  were  proceedings  brought  by  the  Tenth 
National  Bank  to  compel  the  repayment  to  it  by  the  County  of 
New  York  of  the  moneys  alleged  to  have  been  advanced  to  the 
Court  House  Commissioners,  in  their  official  capacity,  to  be  ex- 
pended upon  the  Court  House.    The  litigation  was  protracted, 
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and  the  oases  were  olosely  contested,  some  of  the  ablest  ooim- 
sel  in  the  city  being  engaged  in  them.  It  is  not  necessary  in 
this  connection  to  go  into  the  history  of  those  proceedings,  ex- 
cept so  far  as  they  throw  light  upon  the  question  under  consid- 
eration. 

The  proceeding  against  the  late  Comptroller  Green  was  an 
application  to  the  Supreme  Court  for  a  mandamus  to  compel 
the  Comptroller  to  pay  to  the  Tenth  National  Bank  the  sum 
of  $242,579.94,  with  interest,  the  balance  of  the  moneys  alleged 
to  have  been  advanced  by  the  bank  to  the  Court  House  Com- 
missioners, to  meet  expenses  connected  with  the  completion  of 
the  building.  The  application  was  resisted  upon  various 
grounds,  and  among  others  : 

1.  That  even  if  the  alleged  advances  had  been  made  by  the 
bank  in  good  faith,  the  Commissioners  had  exceeded  their 
authority,  because  the  Board  of  Apportionment  had  never 
authorized  the  issue  of  bonds  to  raise  money  to  cover  such  ad- 
vances ;  and 

2.  That  the  Comptroller  could  not  be  compelled  to  pay  such 
advances,  nor  to  issue  the  bonds  to  raise  the  money,  until 
such  issue  had  been  authorized  bj  the  Board  of  Apportion- 
ment. 

Both  of  these  defences  were  sustained  by  the  Supreme  Court 
at  Special  Term.  The  case  was  heard  before  his  Honor  Judge 
Barrett,  who,  in  his  opinion,  used  the  following  language  :  "  It 
is  quite  plain  that  the  relator  had  no  legal  claim  against  the 
County  of  New  York  for  this  balance  of  $256,415.58  prior  to 
the  passage  of  the  act  of  January  30, 1872. 

"  The  overdrafts  of  the  Court  House  Commissioners  which 
the  bank,  in  the  year  1871,  permitted  and  honored,  were  made 
upon  the  supposed  authority  of  section  7  of  chapter  683  of  the 
Laws  of  that  year. 
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'^  Hie  ram  ot  $750,000  wa^  not,  however,  thereby  appropri* 
ftted,  but  only  authorized  to  be  appropriated. 

'^  It  is  trae  that  the  Comptroller  is  directed  to  raise  said 
amonnt  on  the  stock  of  the  County  of  New  York,  but  by  sec- 
tion 4  of  the  same  act,  such  stock  can  only  be  issued  by  author- 
ity of  the  Board  of  Apportionment.  The  duty  of  the  Comp- 
troller, therefore,  was  limited  to  the  raising  of  whatever  amount 
might  be  appropriated  under  the  authority  of  the  act,  upon 
Buch  stock  of  the  county  as  the  Board  of  Apportionment  should 
Authorize  him  to  issue. 

**  It  is  evident  that  the  expenditures  of  the  Commissioners 
in  excess  of  the  $250,000,  were  without  authority  of  law,  and  that 
the  bank  h€ul  no  legal  justification  for  the  advances  made. 

**  It,  therefore,  depended  for  the  restoration  of  its  money  up- 
on the  action  of  the  Boa|^  of  Apportionment  in  honoring  the 
requisitions  of  the  Commissioners.*' 

This  position  of  Judge  Barrett  was  not,  as  the  Commission- 
ers of  Accounts  apparently  suppose,  so  far  as  the  questions  now 
under  consideration  are  involved,  passed  upon  by  the  General 
Term  and  Court  of  Appeals.  Judge  Barrett  held  that  the 
daim  of  the  bank  to  recover  moneys  actually  advanced  in  good 
&ith  to  the  Commissioners,  for  the  purposes  of  the  Court 
House,  had  been  legalized  by  chapters  9  and  29  of  the  Laws 
of  1872,  but  that  the  Comptroller  could  not  be  compelled  to 
issue  bonds  to  pay  the  claim  without  the  previous  authority  of 
the  Board  of  Apportionment,  and  he  directed  a  reference  to 
ascertain  whether  the  moneys  had  been  advanced  by  the  bank 
m  good  faith ;  and  also  how  much  of  the  money  raised  by  the 
Comptroller  under  the  authority  of  the  Board  of  Apportion- 
ment  was  still  in  his  hands.  Upon  the  report  of  the  referee  a 
mandamus  was  issued  by  order  of  Judge  Pratt,  requiring  the 
Comptroller  to  pay  the  bank  $44,000,  the  alleged  balance  of 
moneys  in  the  Comptroller's  bands,  which  be  had  been  author- 
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ized  to  raise  by  the  Board  of  Apportionment.  On  appeal,  this 
order  was  reversed  by  the  General  Term,  on  the  ground  that 
the  good  faith  of  the  advances  had  not  been  proven,  and  the 
case  was  not  carried  further. 

That  view  of  the  powers  of  the  old  Commissioners  of  the 
Court  House  taken  by  Judge  Barrett,  as  shown  by  the  above 
quotation  from  his  opinion  was  correct,  is,  I  think,  manifest, 
for  the  following  reasons  : 

1.  They  express  the  opinion  of  an  able,  and  experienced 
judge,  formed  after  hearing  counsel  and  full  deUberation. 

2.  It  seems  difficult  to  give  a  different  interpretation  to  the 
language  of  the  statute.  The  sum  of  $750,000  was  not  appro- 
priated, but  was  "  authorized  to  be  appropriated." 

And  section  4  of  the  act  in  effect  declared  that  the  bonds  to 
raise  this  amount  should  not  be  issued,  except  by  the  concur* 
rence  and  authority  of  the  Board  of  Apportionment,  created  by 
the  third  section  of  the  act. 

3.  The  course  taken  by  the  learned  counsel  of  the  bank  in- 
dicates that  they  considered  the  decision  of  Judge  Barrett  oor- 
reoi 

An  appeal  from  the  order  made  by  him,  denying  th^  motion 
to  compel  payment  of  any  sum  beyond  the  moneys  in  the 
Comptroller's  bands,  was  taken  to  the  General  Term,  but  was 
subsequently  withdrawn,  and  a  new  proceeding ^vas  commenced 
againt  the  Board  of  Apportionment,  to  compel  that  Board  to 
authorize  the  issue  of  bonds  sufficient  in  amount  to  pay  the 
claim  of  the  bank.  This  was  virtually  a  concession  that  the 
Comptroller  could  not  be  compeUed  to  pay  the  claim  until  the 
Board  of  Apportionment  had  authorized  the  issue  of  the  bonds. 

In  this  latter  proceeding,  the  Special  Term  of  the  Supreme 
Court  issued  a  mandamus  requiring  the  Board  of  Apportion^

ment  to  authorize  the  issne  of  the  bonds,  as>  prayed  for,  but 
this  decision  was  reversed  by  the  General  Term,  and  such  re- 
Tersal  was  sustained  by  the  Court  of  Appeals.  The  question, 
whether  the  Commissioners  could  incur  expenditures  without 
the  previous  authority  of  the  Board  of  Apportionment,  was  not 
considered  nor  passed  upon. 

The  General  Term  and  Court  of  Appeals  merely  decided  that 
the  good  faith  of  the  advances  was  not  proved,  and  that  in  the 
absence  of  such  proof  the  Board  of  Apportionment  could  not 
be  required  to  authorize  the  issue  of  bonds. 

For  the  reasons  above  set  forth,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  views 
expressed  by  Judge  Barrett  must  be  regarded  as  a  correct  ex- 
position of  the  law,  and,  upon  the  facts  stated  by  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Accounts,  I  cannot  resist  the  conclusion  that  the 
Court  House  Commissioners  have  exceeded  their  authority 
in  making  the  contracts  above  referred  to. 

The  present  Commissioners  have  no  other  or  greater  powers 
than  the  former  Commissioners,  and  the  authority  of  the  pres- 
ent Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  to  issue  bonds  is  as 
requisite  now  as  was  formerly  that  of  the  Board  of  Apportion- 
ment The  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  as  stated, 
has  authorized  the  issue  of  bonds^  to  the  amount  of  $100,000 
only,  and  the  Commissioners  have  signed  contracts  involving 
the  expenditure  of  $381,478.  The  incurring  of  liabilities  to  this 
extent,  over  and  above  the  amount  authorized  to  be  expended 
by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  is,  in  the  lan- 
guage of  Judge  Barrett,  "  without  authority  of  law." 

The  other  branch  of  the  question  upon  which  yo\i  request  my 
(pinion  is,  whether  the  Commissioners  have  so  exceeded  their 
power  or  violated  the  law  as  to  make  it  proper  for  you  to  take 
any  action  upon  the  subject,  and  also  as  to  the  propriety  in  a 
legal  point  of  view,  of  continued  payments  on  account  of  the 
Kew  Court  House. 
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The  Commissioners  of  the  Oonrt  House  hold  iheir  appoint- 
ments from  the  Mayor,  and  are,  therefore,  in  a  certain  sense, 
responsible  to  him,  and  it  would  seem  to  be  proper,  under  &e 
oiroumstanoes;  for  the  Mayor  to  take  some  action  in  relation  to 
the  matter.  Work  upon  the  Court  House  has  been  commenced 
under  the  contracts  above  mentioned,  and  such  contracts  pro- 
yide  for  payment  to  the  contractors  as  the  work  progresses. 
Under  the  views  above  expressed,  the  Comptroller  cannot  make 
any  payments  upon  the  requisitions  of  the  Commissioners  in 
excess  of  the  $100,000  authorized  to  be  expended  by  the  Board 
of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  and,  if  the  Commissioners  have 
exceeded  their  powers  in  making  such  contracts,  it  is  question- 
able whether  any  payments  can  be  lawfully  made  thereon. 

Even  if  the  $100,000,  which  has  been  appropriated,  may  be 
lawfully  paid  out,  when  that  sum  is  exhausted  it  will  then  de- 
pend upon  the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Appor- 
tionment whether  more  bonds  shall  be  issued.  If  the  Board 
shall  approve  the  plans  of  the  Commissioners  for  completing 
the  Court  House,  and  shall  consider  that  the  public  interests 
will  be  promoted  by  permitiing  the  work  to  proceed,  the  Board 
may,  in  its  discretion,  make  a  further  appropriation,  notwith- 
standing the  Commissionei*s  have  entered  into  such  contracts 
without  a  previous  appropriation  sufficient  to  carry  out  the 
same.  If,  tiierefore,  there  is  good  reason  to  believe  that  the 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  will  ratify  the  action  of 
the  Commissioners,  and  make  such  further  appropriations,  no 
action  on  the  part  of  the  Mayor  to  prevent  the  payment  of  the 
$100,C00,  or  to  stop  the  work,  would  seem  to  be  required.  On 
the  contrary,  if  it  shall  be  ascertained  that  when  the  $100,000 
has  been  paid  out,  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment 
will  decline  to  make  a  further  appropriation,  it  is,  in  my  opinion, 
preferable  that  some  action  should  be  taken  by  the  Mayor  at 
once.    If  the  plans  of  the  Commissions  shall  fail  to  be  approved 
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by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  the  expenditure 
of  such  sum  of  $100,000  may  be  entirely  useless.  Moreover, 
the  question  as  to  the  rights  and  equities  of  the  contractors  will 
become  complicated,  and  the  use  of  the  building  for  public 
purposes  may  be  seriously  interfered  with,  if  work  under  the 
contract  shall  be  stopped  when  it  has  made  considerable  pro- 
gress. 

I,  therefore,  respectfully'  recommend  that  the  Mayor  should 
immediately  biing  the  whole  matter  before  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mate and  Apportionment,  and  ascertain  what  the  views  of  the 
Board  are  in  relation  to  the  making  further  appropriations  for  the 
completion  of  the  Court  House.  If  the  Board  decides  that  such 
farther  appropriation  shall  not  be  made,  I  think  the  Commis- 
sioners of  the  Court  House  and  the  contractors  should  be  noti- 
fied that  further  payments  will  not  be  made  under  the  contracts, 
or  that  the  Mayor  should  take  such  other  or  further  measures 
to  prevent  such  payments,  and  stop  the  work  as  he  may  think 
proper. 

If  you  approve  of  this  suggestion,  I  shall,  of  course,  be  happy, 
if  you  desire  me  to  do  so,  to  advise  you  further  when  an  ex- 
pression of  the  views  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
ment in  relation  to  the  matter  has  been  obtained.

To  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  : 

The  "  Willard  Asylum  for  the  Insane"  has  presented  bills  to 
the  Finance  Department  amounting  to  $3J25.32,  for  the  sap- 
port  and  maintenance  of  eight  insane  patients,  who  were  sent 
to  that  institution  from  the  towns  of  West  Farms  and  Morris- 
ania  by  the  authority  of  Westchester  County,  from  September 
1, 1874,  to  March  1, 1877. 

The  facts,  as  alleged,  have  been  verified  by  an  examination 
of  the  records  of  the  county  at  White  Plains,  and  a  report 
thereon  has  been  filed  in  the  Finance  Department. 

It  appeal's  that  provision  was  made  in  the  tax  levy  of  the 
County  of  Westchester,  in  the  year  1873,  for  the  board  of  all 
its  insane  patients  until  September  1,  1874,  and  the  county 
claims  that  the  City  of  New  York  is  liable  for  the  expense  of 
those  persons  who  belonged  to  the  towns  annexed  to  the  city, 
from  the  county,  on  January  1,  1874. 

Under  the  provision  of  the  law  of  annexation  making  the 
city  liable  for  the  debts  and  obligations  of  those  towns,  I  am 
of  the  opinion  that  the  bills  of  the  "  Willard  Asylum  for  thd 
Insane"  should  be  paid  by  the  city. 

To  provide  the  money  for  that  purpose,  I  recommend  that 
an  appropriation  of  $3,725.32  be  made  from  the  Excise  Fund 
to  the  "  Willard  Asylum  for  the  Insane,"  for  the  support  and 
maintenance  of  eight  poor  insane  patients,  chargeable  to  the 
City  of  New  York,  from  September  1, 1874,  to  March  1,  1877.

Sir, — ^I  herewith  transmit  to  you  a  certified  copy  of  the 
order  of  the  Supreme  Court,  confirming  the  report  of  the  Com- 
miaaioners  '*  in  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  Mayor, 
Ac.,  to  acquire  title  to  real  estate  and  property  in  the  town  of 
South  East,  in  the  County  of  Putnam,"  for  a  storage  reservoir. 

The  proceedings  in  this  matter  were  taken  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  66  of  the  Laws  of  1871,  and  of  the  vari- 
ous laws  amendatory  thereof. 

The  order  in  itself  vests  the  title  in  the  various  parcels  taken 
in  the  Mayor,  &c.,  so  soon  as  the  several  payments  provided 
br  in  the  order  shall  have  been  made.  I  propose,  however, 
for  farther  security,  to  obtain  conveyances  whenever  feasible. 

I  am  informed  by  your  Department,  that  there  exists  an 
argent  necessity  for  an  immediate  occupation  of  these  lands ; 
that  the  contract  for  the  construction  thereon  of  a  reservoir 
was  loDg  since  executed,  that,  in  fact,  the  contractors  have 
already  entered  •  upon  some  of  the  lands,  and  are  nowhar- 
rassed  with  actions  in  ejectment,  and  that  it  is  of  pubUc  impor- 
tance that  there  should  be  as  little  delay  as  ix)ssible  in 
perfecting  the  rights  of  the  city  in  the  premises. 

The  city,  of  course,  cannot,  as  a  matter  of  right,  enter  upon 
uj  of  these  lands,  until  it  makes  the  payments  prescribed  in 
the  order.  As  a  matter  of  favor,  however,  I  have  obtained  a 
temporary  suspension  of  the  ejectment  proceedings,  until  you 
>hall  be  able  to  make  the  necessary  payments. 

It  is  understood  by  the  owners  of  the  land  that  there  will  be 
II  m\ich  expedition  as  possible  in  making  these  payments. 
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These  pAyments  will  be  made  from  the  proceeds  of  bonds 
authorized  to  be  issued  under  sections  6  and  6  of  chapter  66 
of  the  Laws  of  1871.  It  is  therein  provided  that  the  Comptrol- 
ler shall  raise  on  bonds  of  the  city  money  sufficient  to  pay  the 
sums  necessary,  upon  the  requisition  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works.  By  chapter  328  of  the  Laws  of  187 1 ,  the  amount 
to  be  raised  for  this  purpose  in  any  one  year  was  limited  to  the 
sum  of  one  million  dollars.  By  section  112  of  chapter  335  of 
the  Laws  of  1873,  (commonly  called  the  "  City  Charter  "),  it  is 
provided  that  the  Board  of  Apportionment  may  authorize  the 
issue  of  stock,  etc. 

In  view  of  all  these  provisions  and  of  the  urgency  which  ex- 
ists, I  would  advise  that  at  once  you  transmit  to  the  Comptrol- 
ler your  requisition  for  $126,294.84,  the  sum  necessary  to  be 
paid  for  the  property  acquired  in  this  proceeding  (of  which  I 
annex  a  detailed  schedule),  with  the  request  that  he  will  as 
speedily  as  possible  procure  from  the  Board  of  Apportionment 
the  authority  for  the  issue  of  the  necessary  bonds,  and  there- 
upon issue  the  same. 

As  soon  as  I  am  satisfied  as  to  the  title  to  the  several  parcels 
of  property  acquired  under  the  proceedings,  I  shall  send  to  you 
information  that  the  payments  therefor  may  be  made. 

I  do  now  inform  you  that  there  is  no  reason  why  the  amount 
awarded  for  parcels  numbers  24  and  25  in  the  order,  being  fif- 
teen thousand  and  nineteen  dollars  and  fifteen  cents  ($16,019.- 
15),  should  not  now  be  paid  to  Mr.  Frederick  H  Knox,  pursu- 
ant to  the  terms  of  the  order.  Accordingly,  I  advise  that  yon 
do  transmit  to  the  Comptroller  your  certificate  for  the  payment 
of  that  amount  to  Mr.  Knox,  together  with  the  abstract  of  th^ 
title  of  Mr.  Knox,  which  I  herewith  send  to  you  for  your 
information.

Sir, — On  the  1st  instant  was  referred  to  me  by  jour  Board 
the  proposition  of  Mrs.  Letitia  Bandel  to  sell  to  the  city,  for 
the  sum  of  $5,000,  a  collection  of  maps,  plans,  field  notes,  &c., 
relating  to  surveys  made  by  the  late  John  Bandel,  Jr.,  in  and 
about  the  city,  which  were  authorized  to  be  purchased  by  reso- 
lution of  the  Common  Council,  passed  in  June,  1874. 

I  haye  examined  the  maps  and  papers  offered  by  Mrs. 
Bandel,  and  find  them  to  consist  of  original  notes  of  Mr.  Ban- 
del's  surveys  of  the  city  north  of  Houston  street,  the  shores 
and  piers  of  the  North  and  East  rivers,  the  shores  of  New 
Jersey  and  Long  Island,  opposite  the  city,  and  the  shores  of 
Staten,  Governor's,  Blackwell*s,  Ward's,  and  Bandall's  Islands, 
together  with  field  books  and  papers  pertaining  to  these  sur- 
veys. I  have  also  compared  them  with  the  schedule  furnished 
by  Mra  Bandel,  and  find  them  to  agree  therewith,  both  in  re- 
gard to  number  and  description. 

These  papers  and  documents  would  be  very  valuable  to  the 
city  as  the  only  means  of  supplying  many  important  measure- 
ments, not  given  except  by  scale,  on  the  maps  made  by  Mr. 
Bandel  for  the  city.  They  would  be  useful  in  the  adjustment 
of  the  many  disputed  boundary  lines  of  estates,  as  well  as  de- 
fining accurately  the  bounds  of  riparian  owners,  and  of  old 
larms  that  may  be  required  for  street  openings.  By  the  pos- 
session of  this  common  source  of  information  the  differences  of 
measurements  between  surveyors  would  be  less  frequenty  and 
many  vexatious  law  suits  could  be  avoided. 

I  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  proposition  of  Mrs. 
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Bandel  be  accepted,  and  that  the  papers  and  docnments,  when 
acquired  by  the  city,  be  deposited  or  placed  on  file  in  the  ofiSce 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  to  be  properly  arranged 
so  as  to  be  ayailable  for  information.

To  the  Board  of  E^limate  and  Apportionment  : 

At  a  meeting  held  on  the  1st  instant,  a  communication  was 
referred  to  the  Comptroller  from  the  Hon.  Henry  C.  Murphy, 
Prositlent  of  the  Trustees  of  the  New  York  and  Brooklyn  Bridge, 
dated  May  28,  1877,  transmitting  a  resolution  adopted  by  said 
Tnisti»es  on  February  5,  1877,  calling  upon  the  cities  of  Brook- 
lyn und  New  York  for  the  sum  of  one  million  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  in  the  proportion  of  $1,000,000  from  Brook- 
lyn and  $500,000  from  New  York,  for  the  purposes  specified 
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in  Section  3  of  Chapter- 300  Laws  of  1875,  and  requesting 
payment  by  the  City  of  New  York  accordingly. 

An  act  was  passed  April  16, 1867,  incorporating  the  New 
York  Bridge  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a 
bridge  over  the  East  river,  between  New  York  and  Brooklyn, 
and  authorizing  the  cities  of  New  York  and  Brooklyn,  or  either 
of  them,  to  subscribe  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company 
sach  amount  as  two-thirds  of  their  Common  Councils  respect- 
iTely  should  determine,  and  to  issue  bonds  in  payment  of  such 
subscriptions,  payable  in  not  less  than  thirty  years. 

The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  was  fixed  at  $5,000,000, 
and  the  directors  were  authorized,  at  any  time,  with  the  con- 
sent in  writing  of  the  stockholders  holding  a  majority  of  the 
8tock,  to  increase  said  capital. 

In  pursuance  of  this  statute  the  Common  Council  of  the 
City  of  New  York  passed  an  ordinance  on  December  31, 1868, 
subscribing  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  and  author- 
izing the  issue  of  bonds  in  payment  of  such  subscription,  the 
sum  of  $1,500,000.  The  ordinance  provided  also,  as  a  condi- 
tion of  said  subscription  and  issue  of  bonds,  that  the  charter 
of  said  company  should  be  so  amended  that  the  Mayor,  Comp- 
troller and  President  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  be  ex-offido 
directors  of  said  company,  and  that  such  city  officers  should 
represent  the  interest  of  the  City  of  New  York  in  said  com- 
pany. 

In  accordance  with  the  said  ordinance,  an  amendatory  act 
was  passed  February  26,  1869,  providing  that  "  the  Mayor,  Al- 
dermen and  Commonalty  of  the  City  of  New  York  shall  be 
represented  in  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  New  York  Bridge 
Company  by  the  Mayor,  Comptroller  and  President  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  of  said  city,  by  virtue  of  their  respective 
offices  ;*'  and  that  the  said  company  should  proceed  without 
delay  to  construct  said  bridge. 
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Bonds  for  the  amount  subscribed  by  the  Common  Connoil 
were  issued  accordingly,  and  that  amount  was  paid  to  the 
original  bridge  company  for  the  construction  of  the  said 
bridge. 

An  act  (chapter  601)  was  passed  June  5, 1874,  amending  the 
preyiouB  acts  relating  to  the  said  bridge,  by  providing  for  the 
retirement  of  the  private  stock  of  the  New  York  Bridge  Com- 
pany, and  declaring  that  said  bridge  should  be  a  public  work 
and  highway,  and  providing  that  the  Mayors  and  Comptrollers 
of  the  cities  of  New  York  and  Brooklyn  should  appoint  eight 
directors  of  the  said  company  to  represent  each  city  respect- 
ively, and  be  ex-qffhio  directors  by  virtue  of  their  o£Sces. 

By  this  act  the  City  "of  New  York  was  also  authorized  to 
subscribe  the  sum  of  $1,000,000,  and  issue  bonds  for  one-half 
that  amount  in  each  of  the  years  1874  and  1875,  in  addition 
to  the  amount  already  subscribed  and  paid. 

No  bonds  were  issued  under  this  authority  ;  but  on  May  14, 
1875,  an  act  (chapter  300)  was  passed  amending  chapter  601, 
Laws  of  1874,  and  authorizing  a  further  expenditure,  not  ex- 
ceeding eight  million  dollars,  for  the  construction  of  said  bridge, 
the  amount  to  be  paid  for  in  the  proportion  of  two-thirds  by 
the  City  of  Brooklyn  and  one-third  by  the  City  of  New  York. 

On  May  9, 1876,  an  ordinance  of  the  Common  Council  was 
passed,  authorizing  the  issue  of  bonds  for  the  sum  of  $2,666,- 
666.66,  redeemable  within  a  period  of  not  less  than  thirty  nor

Sir, — The  Twenty-fourth  Precinct  consists  of  the  entire  area 
of  tlie  navigable  waters  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  New 
York,  excepting  only  the  Harlem  River  and  Spuyten  Duyvil. 
The  means  of  performing  police  duty  over  that  territory  con- 
sists of  the  police  steamer  Seneca,  supplemented  by  row- 
boats,  six  in  number.

Sir, — ^The  Nineteenth  Precinct  consists  of  territory  bounded 
east  by  East  River,  southerly  by  Forty-second  Street,  westerly 
by  Sixth  Avenue  and  Central  Park,  and  northerly  by  Seventy- 
ninth  Street.  It  is  more  than  one  and  a-half  miles  in  length, 
and  one  mile  in  width.  It  is  generally  built  up,  and  contains 
a  very  laige  population.  The  police  force  assigned  to  the  pre- 
cinct numbers  one  hundred  and  eighteen.  The  number  of  ar- 
rests for  offences  since  the  first  of  January  have  exceeded 
thirteen  hundred.  The  building  now  occupied  as  a  station- 
house  is  old,  insufScient,  unsuitable,  and  has  often  been  con- 
demned as  unhealthy.  The  precinct  has  such  geographical 
extent  that  a  large  share  of  the  time  of  the  patrolling  force  is 
wasted  going  to  and  returning  from  their  posts  of  duty. 

These  circumstances  have  long  indicated  th^  necessity  of  a 
division  of  the  precinct,  into  two  precincts,  and  the  building  a 
proper  station-house  and  prison  for  each  precinct. 

Preliminary  to  the  division  of  the  precinct,  and  building  the 
station-house,  measures  were  taken,  in  pursuance  of  section 
49  of  chapter  335  of  the  Laws  of  1873  (the  Charter),  for  pro- 
enring  proper  sites  for  the  buildings  of  each  precinct,  and  the 
following  financial  arrangements  were  made  for  the  erection  of 
the  buildings.  In  the  final  estimate  of  the  Board  of  Apportion- 
ment, perfected  December  24,  1874,  provision  was  made  for 
one  of  the  new  precincts,  as  follows : 

"  Police  station-house.  Nineteenth  Precinct,  for  purchase  of 
site  and  construction  of  station-house,  $70,000." 

There  can  be  no  well-grounded  doubt  of  the  authority  of  the 
Board  to  proceed  with  the  construction  of  the  additional  sta- 
tion-house, predicated  upon  the  financial  provision  made  there- 
for, as  above  set  forth.

By  section  1  of  chapter  252,  Laws  of  1875,  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  was  authorized  and  directed  to  remove  from 
the  Tenth  Avenue  the  gate-house  situated  between  One  hun- 
dred and  eighteenth  and  One  hundred  and  nineteenth  streetB, 
and  between  One  hundred  and  thirty-fourth  and  One  hundred 
and  Thirty-fifth  streets,  and  the  waste-weir  at  the  junction  of 
Tenth  Avenue  and  One  hundred  and  forty-second  street,  and 
to  replace  them  by  the  construction  of  new  gate-houses  and 
waste-weir,  without  the  boundaries  of  such  avenue,  and  for  that 
purpose  to  acquire  the  necessary  land,  either  by  purchase  or 
in  the  manner  provided  for  acquiring  land  for  the  Croton 
Aqueduct  in  chapter  872  of  the  Laws  of  1872. 

The  act  (chapter  252)  authorizing  the  removal  of  the  gate- 
houses and  waste-weir,  and  the  purchase  of  land  necessaty, 
does  not  contain  any  provision  for  the  raising  of  money  for  the 
purpose,  but  refers  to  chapter  230,  Laws  of  1870,  chapter  872, 
Laws  of  1872,  aud  chapter  461,  Laws  of  1874,  and  declares 
that  the  provisions  contained  in  these  acts,  relating  to  the  con- 
struction and  completion  of  the  works  therein  ordered  shall 
remain  in  force  and  be  applicable  to  the  removal  and  constrac- 
tion  of  said  gate-houses  and  waste-weir. 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  proceeded  with  the  work 
authorized  by  chapter  252  aforesaid,  and  entered  into  a  con- 
tract dated  September  6,  187^,  to  purchase  from  Jonathan 
Edgar  a  plot  of  ground  on  the  comer  of  Tenth  avenue  and 
One  hundred  and  nineteenth  street,  comprising  a  part  of  six 
lots  of  ground,  for  the  sum  of  $25,000,  and  entered  also  into  a 
contract  dated  October  7, 1875,  to  purchase  from  the  Female 
Academy  of  the  Sacred  Heart  of  the  City  of  New  York,  a  plot 
of  ground  on  the  east  side  of  Tenth  avenue,  between  One  hun-

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dred  and  thirty-third  and  One  hundred  and  thirty-fifth  streets, 
comprising  four  lots  of  land,  for  the  sum  of  $25,000. 

After  said  contracts  were  entered  into  and  requisition  was 
made  upon  the  Department  of  Finance  for  the  payment  of  the 
pnrchase  money  of  the  lands  acquired  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  a  question  arose  as  to  the  constitutionality  of 
the  provisions  of  chapter  252  aforesaid,  and  of  the  power  of  the 
Comptroller  to  issue  bonds  to  raise  the  money  required  there- 
for, and  said  payments  have  not  been  made. 

The  legal' diflSculty  has  been  disposed  of  by  an  act  of  the. 
Legislature,  passed  May  17, 1877,  as  follows,  to  wit  : 

CHAPTER    278. 

An  Act  in  relation  to  the  improvement  of  the  Croton  Aqueduct 
in  the  City  of  New  York.

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  inmiediately.

Department  of  Public  Works, 
Commissioner's  Office,  Room  19,  City  Hall, 
New  York,  July  16, 1877. 

Hon.  Smith  Ely,  Jr., 

Mayor ^  and  Chairman  Board  of  Estimate  and  Ap- 
portionment : 

Sit, — ^I  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that 
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there  will  be  deficiencies  in  several  of  the  appropriations  of 
this  Department,  as  follows  : 

Appropriation  for  Renewals  and  Bepairs  of  Pipes,  Stop- 
cocks, etc.,  for  1877. 

There  will  be  a  deficiency  of  $30,000  in  this  appropriation, 
owing  to  the  following  circumstances : 

First — The  estimate  of  the  Department  for  this  appropria- 
tion was  $125,000,  and  the  appropriation  was  finally  established 
by  your  Board  at  $75,000. 

Second, — The  expense  under  this  account  has  been  consid- 
erably increased,  by  large  additions  made  to  the  number  and 
capacity  of  fire  hydrants,  and  the  extent  and  capacity  of  water 
mains,  at  the  urgent  request  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  in 
accordance  with  resolutions  of  the  Common  CounciL 

Third. — To  repress  the  waste  of  Croton  water,  and  thus 
preserve  a  sufficient  supply  for  necessary  purposes,  the  De- 
partment had  to  employ  and  pay  out  of  this  account  an  extra 
force  of  Inspectors,  to  examine  water  connections,  and  detect 
leaks  and  willful  waste. 

Fourth. — By  the  expiration  of  the  license  for  supplying 
water  to  shipping,  etc.,  the  care  of  fire  hydrants  and  connec- 
tions, along  the  \vater  front,  formerly  kept  in  order  by  the 
holder  of  the  license,  now  devolves  upon  this  Departmeut,  and 
must  be  charged  to  this  appropriation. 

Appropriation  for  repaying  under  Chapter  476,  Laws  of 
1875. 

The  estimated  cost  of  repaving  the  streets  included  in  the 
resolutions,  passed  by  the  Common  Council,  is  $215,000,  the 
appropriation  being  only  $200,000.  Most  of  these  streets  are 
already  under  contract  for  repaving,  and  proposals  for  the 
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remamder  are  now  being  invited  by  adyertisemeni.  For  rea- 
80D8  repeatedly  urged  in  my  official  reports,  it  is  very  desirable 
that  the  Department  be  enabled  to  repave  all  these  streets 
daring  tbis  season. 

Fund  for  the  erection  of  the  Third  District  Court-house. 

The  liabilities  for  work  contracted  for  or  ordered  by  the 
former  Commissioners  for  the  erection  of  this  building,  and 
necessary  for  its  completion,  exceed  the  balance  of  the  amount 
appropriated  by  $18,000.  This  Department  has  ordered  no 
additional  work  since  the  building  came  under  its  charge. 
Large  payments  for  work  done  are  now  due,  and  it  is  desirable 
that  means  be  provided  to  pay  all  just  claims,  and  thus  avoid 
the  expense  of  litigation. 

These  deficiencies  can  be  covered  by  unexpended  balances 
of  appropriations  of  this  Department,  for  the  year  1876,  and 
the  estimated  surplus  on  the  appropriation  for  Lamps  and 
Gas  for  1877.

A  large  amount  of  assessments  for  street  improvements  are 
in  arrears,  and  collections  of  assessments  will  be  insufficient  to 
redeem  the  aforesaid  bonds  when  they  become  due  and  payable 
on  November  1,  1877.

REASONS  FOR  THE  "  PROVISIONAL  ESTIMATES 

FOR  1878." 

I 

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  (he  City  of  New 
York: 

In  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  Section  112,  Chapter  b35, 
Laws  of  1873,  declaring  that  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Ap- 
portionment shall  meet  annually,  between  the  first  day  of 
August  and  the  first  day  of  November,  "  and,  by  the  affirma- 
tive vote  of  all  the  members,  make  a  Provisional  Estimate  of 
the  amounts  required  to  pay  the  expenses  of  conducting  the 
public  business  of  the  City  and  County  of  New  York,  in  each 
department  and  branch  thereof,  and  the  Board  of  Education, 
for  the  then  next  ensuing  financial  year,"  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mate and  Apportionment  herewith  transmits  to  your  honor- 
able body  the  Provisional  Estimates  for  1878,  made  by  said 
Board  on  October  31,  1877,  with  the  reasons  in  detail  for  their 
action  thereon. 

The  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  have  minutely 
examined  and  carefully  considered  every  item  of  expense 
asked  for  in  the  Departmental  Estimates,  to  determine  where 
reduoiious  could  be  made  in  the  amount  without  injury  to  the 
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public  interests  in  the  administration  of  any  of  the  yarions 
branches  of  the  city  govemment. 

The  reduction  of  taxes  is  considered  to  be  an  imperatjYe 
duty  imposed  upon  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment, 
to  the  full  extent  of  their  limited  power  over  the  appropria- 
tions, under  existing  provisions  of  law,  and  so  far  as  they  can 
exercise  any  discretionary  power  they  have  acted  with  strict 
r^ard  to  the  public  necessities  in  making  the  appropriations 
of  the  Provisional  Estimate.  They  have  reduced  the  amounts 
asked  for  in  the  Departmental  Estimates  in  every  item  of  ap- 
propriation, over  which  they  have  any  control,  wherever  it 
seemed  possible,  and  have  not  appropriated  a  single  dollar  in 
the  Provisional  Estimate  not  deemed  indispensable  under  a 
faithful  and  economical  administration  of  the  city  govern- 
ment. 

The  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  would  have  been 
glad  to  make  reductions  in  many  items  of  the  Departmental 
Estimates  which  they  consider  extravagant  in  amount  and  un- 
necessary for  an  efficient  performance  of  the  public  service, 
while  they  impose  a  burden  upon  the  community  from  which 
it  should  be  relieved,  but  these  objectionable  items  of  expendi- 
ture, which  are  mainly  for  officers  and  salaries  created  and  es- 
tablished by  law  during  an  era  of  inflatiou  and  extravagance, 
cannot  be  acted  on  or  reduced  in  amount  by  the  Board  of  Es- 
timate and  Apportionment. 

The  appropriations  so  exempted  by  law  from  any  discretion- 
ary power  over  them  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Appor- 
tionment amount  to  more  than  three-fourths  of  the  total 
amount  of  the  appropriations,  and  those  subject  to  re- 
vision and  correction  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Appor- 
tionment have  already,  in  former  years,  been  reduced  in  many 
items,  leaving  but  a  small  margin  in  any  of  them  for  further 
retrenchment. 
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The  Provisional  Estimate  for  the  year  1878  is  $2,029,347  less 
than  the  Departmental  Estimates,  and  $901,884.35  less  than 
the  Final  Estimate  for  1877,  as  shown  by  the  following  com- 
parative statement :

The  Common  Council. 

The  Departmental  Estimate  is  for  $114500,  the  amount  ap- 
propriated in  1876  and  1877.  This  amount  has  been  reduced  to 
$107,000  in  the  Proyisional  Estimate,  $89,000  of  whioh  is  for 
the  salaries  of  the  President  of  the  Board  and  twenty-one 
Aldermen,  as  fixed  by  law.  The  reduction  of  $7,500  is  made, 
therefore,  upon  the  items  of  City  Contingencies,  $2,500,  and 
$5,000  on  salaries  of  clerks  and  officers,  believing  that  these 
reductions  should  be  made. 

Mayoralty.  . 

The  sum  asked  for  in  the  Departmental  Estimate  is  $32,000, 
which  has  been  reduced  to  $46,000,  although  the  amount  in 
1877  was  $49,000,  making  an  actual  reduction  on  the  expenses 
of  the  Mayor's  office  of  $3,000,  which,  it  is  believed,  can  be 
judiciously  spared  from  salaries  and  contingencies. 

The  Finanob  Department. 

The  Departmental  Estimate  calls  for  $235,000  for  the  ex- 
pense of  conducting  the  Department,  being  the  same  amount 
as  the  appropriation  for  1877,  and  although  the  appropriation 
for  this  Departmant  has  been  previously  cut  down  in  a  very 
large  amount,  a  reduction  of  $10,000  has  been  made  on  the 
appropriations  for  salaries  and  contingeDcies,  and  for  the  same 
reasons  assigned  to  the  Common  Council  and  the  Mayoralty. 

^TflE  Law  Department. 

The  Departmental  Estimate  is  $158,160,  being  $160  more 
than  the  amount  appropriated  in  1877,  and  the  amount  now 
appropriated  in  the  Provisional  Estimate  is  $138,000.  a  reduc- 
tion of  $20,160  on  the  Departmental  Estimate,  for  the  same 
reasons  assigned  previously.

The  Departmental  Estimate  is  $2,009,350  against  $1,632,000 
appropriated  for  1877.  The  sum  now  appropriated  in  the 
Provisional  Estimate  is  $1,615,100,  being  a  redaction  of  $16,900 
on  the  last  year's  appropriation  for  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  and  $394,260  on  the  Departmental  Estimate  for  1878.

The  Department  op  Buildings. 

The  Departmental  Estimate  is  $75,000,  which  is  the  amount 
of  the  appropriation  for  1877,  and  the  amount  now  appro- 
priated is  $70,000,  which  is  considered  an  ample  provision  for 
the  expenses  of  this  department,  if  properly  managed. 

The  Department  of  Public  Charities  and  Correction. 

The  Departmental  Estimate  is  $1,210,238.50,  against  $1,-

This  amount  is  considered  all  sufficient  for  the  Health  Depart- 
ment, without  extraordinary  needs  from  pestilence,  which  maj 
be  provided  for  in  some  other  manner  if  the  city  should  be  so 
unfortunate  as  to  suffer  such  an  affliction. 

The, Police  Department. 

The  Departmental  Estimate  is  $4,719,345  against  $4,030,175 
appropriated  in  1877,  and  the    sum    now    appropriated  is 
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$3,986,145,  being  $44,030  less  than  the  appropriation  for  1877, 
and  $733,200  less  than  the  Departmental  Estimate  for  1878.

$2,600  on  the  items  of  "salaries'*  and  "contingencies,"  in  the 
Departmental  Estimate,  which,  it  is  believed,  can  be  made 
without  detriment  to  the  public  service. 

The  Board  of  Education. 

The  Departmental  Estimate  is  $3,949,800,  being  $396,800 
more  than  the  appropriation  for  1877,  which  amounted  to 
$3,553,000.  This  sum  is  now  allowed  for  1878,  and  is  believed 
to  be  ample  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  the  public  schools 
of  this  city,  if  the  funds  are  economically  and  judiciously 
applied  by  the  Board  of  Education. 

Advertising,  Printing,  Stationery  and  Blank  Books. 

The  Departmental  Estimate  called  for  $169,700,  an  increase 
of  $0,200  on  the  amount  appropriated  for  the  year  1877.    The 
amount  now  allowed  is  $150,000,  which  is  deemed  an  ample 
provision  for  this  purpose.

Asylums,  Befobmatories  and  Chabttable  iNsrnxmoNS. 

The  total  amount  of  the  Estimates  of  the  various  charitable 
institutions  of  this  City  and  State,  the  inmates  of  which  are 
supported  wholly  or  in  part  from  taxation  under  the  provisions 
of  law  imposed  by  special  acts  of  the  State  Legislature,  either 
by  a  fixed  annual  appropriation  or  a  per  capita  daily,  weekly 
or  yearly  allowance  on  their  inmates,  is  $1,039,327  against 
$967,69412  appropriated  for  1877,  and  the  sum  of  $956,040.50 
is  now  appropriated  for  these  objects  in  1 878,  a  reduction  of 
$83,286.50  on  the  Estimates  of  the  several  Institutions. 

The  per  capita  allowance  or  fixed  amount  provided  by  law 
to  be  paid  from  taxation  for  the  support  of  inmates  of  chari- 
table institutions  are  stated,  and  the  acts  of  the  Legislature 
cited  for  each  appropriation  made  to  them  in  the  Provisional 
Estimate,  and  over  these  fixed  amounts  and  per  capita  allow- 
ances the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  have  no  di- 
rect control  or  power  to  reduce  the  amounts  so  to  be  paid,  bat 
the  immense  increase  within  a  few  years  of  the  amount  raised 
by  taxation  in  this  city  by  the  operation  of  special  laws  ob- 
tained for  the  benefit  of  different  institutions  through  direct 
private  influences  in  the  Legislature,  has  become  a  matter  of 
serious  and  alarming  consideration.  In  a  circular  issued  by 
the  Comptroller  of  this  city  to  these  charitable  institutions  on 
March  20,  1877,  for  the  purpose  of  checking  the  increase  of 
expenditures  on  this  account,  and  cautioning  the  officers 
against  exceeding  the  amount  of  the  several  appropriations, 
the  following  language  was  addressed  to  them : 
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"  The  purposes  to  which  these  public  moneys  are  applied  are 
humane  and  beneficent  charities  that  are,  to  a  certain  extent, 
necessary,  but  it  is  a  question  well  worthy  of  consideration  by 
the  benevolent  and  philanthropic  citizens  who  manage  these 
institutions,  whether  the  system  of  support  of  charitable  insti- 
tutions in  this  city,  based  so  largely  upon  a  per  capita  allow- 
ance from  the  public  treasury,  does  not  tend,  if  it  do  not 
already  operate,  to  attract  their  beneficiaries  from  neighboring 
States  and  counties,  as  well  as  foster  a  spirit  of  dependence  on 
charity  which  may  aggravate  rather  than  ameliorate  the  evils 
of  pauperism  and  vicious  habits. 

"  There  would  appear  to  be  an  urgent  necessity,  at  least, 
that  some  measures  should  be  adopted  to  check  the  expenditure 
of  the  public  money  for  such  objects  and  limit  the  annual 
addition  to  the  burden  of  taxation  imposed  by  the  present  sys- 
tem, which  is  out  of  all  just  and  reasonable  proportion  to  the 
increase  of  taxable  property." 

The  magnitude  of  this  growing  evil  demands  early  attention 
to  check  it,  and  will  be  seen  at  a  glance,  by  reference  to  the 
following  statement,  of  the  rapid  progress  in  the  amounts 
called  for,  under  laws,  and  appropriated  for  these  purposes 
from  1871  to  1878,  inclusive :

Before  Wm.  M.  Prichard,  Esq.,  Referee  : 

Frederick  Smyth,  being  duly  sworn,  testifies  as  follows : 

I  was  retained  by  Thomas  Dunlap  immediately  after  his  ap- 
pointment to  the  office  of  Commissionei*  of  Jurors,  and  was 
requested  by  him  to  examine  the  statutes  referring  to  said 
office,  so  as  to  be  prepared  to  advise  him  as  to  the  proper 
course  to  be  pursued  in  the  event  of  a  litigation,  which  was 
then  threatened  by  Mr.  Taylor,  the  predecessor  in  office  of  Mr. 
Dunlap ;  I  had  frequent  consultations  with  \tr.  Dunlap  in 
respect  to  the  matter,  and  made  an  examination  of  the  statutes 
and  decisions  bearing  upon  the  same  ;  at  his  request,  and  as 
one  of  his  counsel,  I  attended  the  meeting  of  the  Board  created 
by  statute  to  select  persons  to  act  as  Grand  Jurors ;  at  that 
meeting.  Chief  Justice  Daly  was  selected  to  preside,  and  be 
stated  that  Mr.  Taylor  had  addressed  a  letter  to  him  protesting 
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against  the  Board  recognizing  Mr.  Danlap  as  the  Oomipis- 
sioner,  the  law  under  which  the  appointment  was  made  being 
nnconstitutional ;  I  prepared  an  affidairit  for  Mr.  Dnnlap,  in 
which  he  set  forth  his  appointment,  and  that  he  had  given  the 
bond  required  by  law,  and  taken  the  oath  of  office,  and  had 
been  and  was  then  performing  all  of  the  duties  of  the  office, 
and  had  the  possession  of  the  office  records. 

I  presented  this  affidavit  to  the  Board,  and  claimed  that  Mr. 
Dunlap,  being  in  possession  of  the  office,  discharging  the  duties 
thereof  under  the  appointment  by  the  Mayor,  he  was,  at  least, 
the  "  de  facto  officer,"  and  that  the  Board  were  bound  to  re- 
cognize him,  and  that  the  Board  had  no  power  to  pass  upon 
the  question  of  the  validity  of  the  law  under  which  the  appoint- 
ment was  made. 

Mr.  Harrison  also,  appeared  in  favor  of  Mr.  Dunlap,  ad- 
dressed the  Board,  and  submitted  a  printed  brief  for  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Board. 

The  Board  adjonrned.  Judge  Daly  stating  that  he  desired  to 
,  examine  the  question  presented  by  Mr.  Taylor,  before  proceed- 
ing with  the  selection  of  grand  jurors.  Judge  Daly  subsequently 
decided  that  the  Board  could  not  pass  upon  the  objection  made 
by  Mr.  Taylor,  and  the  Board  then  proceeded  to  the  discharge 
of  the  duty  of  selecting  Grand  Jurors  from  the  lists  prepared 
and  presented  by  Mr.  Dunlap. 

I  subsequently  attended  at  the  drawing  of  a  panel  of  Petit 
Jurors,  before  Justice  Tappen,  holding  a  Special  Term  of  the 
Supreme  Court ;  when  Mr.  Hall  raised  the  objection  to  the 
right  of  Dunlap  to  act  on  that  occasion.  Judge  Tappen  directed 
the  drawing  to  proceed. 

I  also  attended  the  Court  of  General  Sessions,  before  Re- 
corder Hackett,  having  been  requested  to  do  so  by  Mr.  Dun- 
lap, Messrs.  A.  O.  Hall,  and  W.  F.  Howe  having  presented  a 
challenge  to  the  panel  of  jurors  returned  to  that  court  by  Mr. 
Dunlap.    I^  in  connection  with  Mr.  Peter  B.  Olneyi  with  whom 
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I  was  associated  on  that  occasioD,  had  an  interview  with  the 
District  Attorney,  and  stated  to  him  the  views  of  Mr.  Danlap's 
counsel,  with  which  he,  the  District  Attorney,  coincided,  and 
he  demurred  to  the  challenge  so  interposed,  which  demurrer 
the  Becorder  sustained. 

Mr.  Hall  subsequently  suggested  that  a  "  case "  be  agreed 
upon  and  be  submitted  to  the  General  Term  of  the  Supreme 
Court  for  its  determination,  and  I  corresponded  with  him,  and 
declined  to  accede  to  his  suggestion  in  that  respect. 

An  action  was  then  commenced  in  the  nature  of  a  quo  war- 
ranto, by  the  Attorney  General,  in  the  name  of  the  People, 
on  the  relation  of  Mr.  Taylor  against  Mr.  Dunlap.  After  the 
commencement  of  this  action,  I  had  several  consultations  with 
the  defendant,  and  upon  my  suggestion,  Mr.  Evarts  was  re- 
tained in  his  behalf.  I  consulted  Mr.  Evarts,  and  obtained 
his  opinion  on  the  case,  I  furnishing  him  with  the  pleadings 
and  a  copy  of  the  printed  brief  prepared  by  Col.  Harrison,  to 
which  I  have  before  referred  ;  I  prepared  the  answer  of  the 
defendant,  as  his  attorney,  submitted  it  to  Mr.  Evarts,  and  at- 
tended to  the  usual  and  necessary  attorney  business;  pre- 
pared such  evidence  as  the  nature  of  the  case  required  for  the 
trial,  and  had  several  consultations  with  Mr.  Evarts  as  to  the 
trial  of  the  case.  I  also  attended  the  Circuit,  had  the  cause 
set  down  for  a  day  for  trial,  and  on  the  trial  I  assisted  Mr. 
Evarts.  On  the  trial  of  the  cause,  Mr.  Vanderpoel  represented 
Mr.  Tiiylor  and  the  People. 

The  formal  part  of  the  trial  I  conducted,  and  I  also  assisted 
in  arguing  a<j;ainst  Mr.  Vanderpoers  motion  for  a  direction  to 
the  jury  to  tind  a  verdict  for  the  plaintiff. 

Mr.  Evarts  closed  the  argument,  and  Justice  Van  Vorst 
directed  a  verdict  for  the  defendant. 

I  attended  to  the  entry  of  the  judgment  upon  the  verdict, 
and  prepared  the  judgment  roll. 

A  case  containing  exceptions  was  subsequently  prepared  by 
the  plaintiff,  and  served  upon  me ;  I  submitted  amendmentft 
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to  the  case,  which  were  allowed ;  the  plaintiff  appealed  to  the 
General  Term,  and  I  attended  to  the  attorney  business  be- 
tween the  entry  of  judgment  and  the  hearing  of  the  appeal, 
and  had  several  consultations  with  Mr.  Evarts  in  respect  to 
the  appeal  and  its  argument. 

Mr.  Evarts  argued  the  appeal  at  the  General  Term,  on  the 
part  of  Mr.  Dunlap,  and  Mr.  Hall  on  the  part  of  the  People 
and  Mr.  Taylor.    The  judgment  was  affirmed. 

An  appeal  to  the  Court  of  Appeals  was  then  taken  by  the 
plaintiff,  and  I  attended  to  the  usual  attorney  business  between 
the  entry  of  judgment  of  the  General  Term  and  the  hearing  of 
the  ^appeal  by  the  Court  of  Appeals.  I  had  several  consulta- 
tions with  Mr.  Evarts  in  respect  to  the  case,  and  tbe  prepara- 
tion and  printing  of  his  points. 

The  cause  was  argued  by  Mr.  Evarts  before  the  Court  of 
Appeals,  and  resulted  in  that  court  affirming  the  judgment. 
My  recollection  is  that  Mr.  Evarts  was  detained  for  two  or 
three  days  at  Albany  before  the  case  was  reached  and  argued. 
.  On  the  affirmance  of  the  judgment  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
and  after  receiving  the  remitlUur,  I  prepared  and  obtained  the 
necessary  orders,  and  entered  final  judgment  thereon.

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claim  of  Thomas  Dnnlap,  Commissioner  of  Jurors,  for  $3;094.« 
85,  which  you  state  has  been  presented  at  the  Finance  Depart- 
ment, with  request  for  payment. ,  You  also  state  that,  as  there 
is  no  appropriation  from  which  the  Finance  Department  can 
pay  this  amount,  the  question  arises  whether  such  claim  is  a 
legal  charge  against  the  city,  and  whether  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionihent  to  make  provision  for 
the  payment  thereof  by  a  transfer  of  balances  to  an  appropri- 
ation for  that  purpose.  You  accordingly  request  my  opinion 
upon  this  matter  as  to  the  course  to  be  taken  by  the  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment. 

Prior  to  the  year  1871  appropriations  to  meet  the  various 
expenses  of  the  City  Government  were  made  directly  by  the 
Legislature  itself.  The  acts  making  such  appropriations,  com- 
monly called  tax-levies,  contain  numerous  appropriations  to 
the  counsel  of  various  parties,  who  have  at  different  times  con- 
tested the  title  to  city  offices.  Such  appropriations  were  made 
by  the  Legislature  not  ODly  to  the  counsel  of  the  prevailing, 
but  in  many  instances  the  counsel  of  the  defeated  party. 

Li  some  cases  such  appropriations  were  made  upon  the 
ground,  as  indicated  by  the  terms  thereof,  that  the  local  au- 
thorities had  been  guilty  of  negligence  in*  not  giving  proper 
notice  of  the  election,  or  in  some  other  respect,  and  had  there- 
by occasioned  a  doubt  as  to  who  was  really  entitled  to  a  par- 
ticular office;  and  that  for  this  reason  the  expense  of  the  litiga- 
tion resulting  from  such  negligence  ought  to  be  borne  by  the 
city.  In  other  cases  I  presume  such  appropriations  may  have 
been  made  upon  the  ground  that  the  pubUc  had  an  interest  in 
having  the  question  of  the  title  to  various  public  offices  finally 
and  speedily  settled  by  the  courts,  and  ought  therefore  to  bear 
a  portion  of  the  expense  of  the  litigation.  But  whatever  may 
have  been  the  grounds  upon  which  such  action  was  taken  in 
different  cases,  it  is  certain  that  numerous  tax-levies  contain 
dauseB  appropriating  large  sums  of  money  for  such  purposes. 
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«  In  1871  an  act  was  passed  which  created  a  new  system  of 
making  appropriations  for  the  city,  and  vested  the  power  of 
making  such  appropriations  in  certain  local  officers.  The  sys- 
tem so  established  was  continued  by  the  charter  of  1873,which 
created  the  present  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment 
Section  113  of  this  charter  contains  the  following  provision  : 

"  No  appropriation  or  payment  for  the  contesting  of  the  office 
of  Mayor,  or  any  seat  in  the  Board  of  Aldermen  or  office  in  any 
Department,  or  the  office  of  any  officer  whose  salary  is  paid 
from  the  City  Treasury,  shall  be  made  to  any  but  the  prevail- 
ing party,  nor  shall  any  such  appropriation  or  payment  be 
made  to  such  prevailing  party,  except  upon  the  written  certifi- 
cates of  the  chief  officer  of  the  Law  Department,  and  of  the 
Chief  Justice  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  City  and 
County  of  New  York,  as  to  the  value  of  the  services  rendered 
in  the  case." 

At  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  charter  the  practice  of  pre- 
vious legislatures  in  making  appropriations  of  the  character  in 
question  was,  of  course,  well  known  to  the  Legislature  of  1873, 
and  the  above  quoted  provision,  although  it  restricts  the  right 
to  make  such  appropriations  to  the  prevailing  party,  is  an  ap- 
proval of  such  practice  in  thuse  matters,  and  is  an  express 
legislative  recognition  of  the  right  of  the  Board  of  Estimate 
and  Apportionment  to  make  appropriations  of  this  character. 
The  provision  that  such  appropriations  shaJl  not  be  made,  ex- 
cept to  the  prevailing  party,  is  tantamount  to  a  declanxtioD 
that  such  appropriations  may  be  made  to  the  prevailing 
party. 

In  the  present  case  the  value  of  the  services  rendered  in  the 
suit  brought  against  Mr.  Dunlap  by  the  People,  and  Mr. 
Douglas  Taylor,  was  first  investigated  by  a  reference  to  Wil- 
liam M.  Prichard,  Esq.,  who  reported  the  same  at  $3,094.85. 
Upon  the  report  of  said  referee  and  the  evidence  produced  be- 
fore him,  and  a  consideration  of  the  character  of  the  litigation, 
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the  certificate  required  bj  said  section  113  of  the  charter,  as  to 
the  value  of  the  services,  has  been  given  bj  the  Hon.  Charles 
P.  Daly,  Chief  Justice  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  and  by 
the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation.  Under  these  circumstances, 
if  there  was  au  appropriation  applicable  to  the  payment  of 
claims  of  this  character,  the  Comptroller  could  at  once  pay 
the  claim.  As  there  is  no  such  appropriation,  the  claim  might 
be  included  in  the  appropriations  to  be  made  by  the  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment  for  the  year  1878 ;  or,  the  Board 
of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  can  lawfully  transfer  any  un- 
expended balance,  not  required  for  the  purpose  for  which  it 
was  appropriated,  to  an  appropriation  to  be  used  for  the  pay- 
ment of  Mr.  DuDlap*s  claim. 

The  113th  section  of  the  Charter  has  two  important  effects  : 

First — It  refers  to  tbe  Chief  Justice  of  the  Court  of  Com-' 
mon  Pleas  and  the  Corporation  Counsel  the  question  of  the 
"  value  of  the  services  rendered  in  the  ca  5e." 

Those  two  officials  have  passed  upon  the  bills  for  professional 
services  in  this  case,  and  have  approved  them  at  the  amounts 
fixed  by  Hon.  W.  M.  Prichard,  Befereo. 

The  other  effect  on  tbe  113th  section  is  to  make  it  legal  to 
pay  the  expenses  of  the  successful  party,  if  the  Board  of  Ap- 
portionment so  decides,  and  illegal  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the 
unsuccessful  party,  as  had  been  previously  frequently  done.

I  might 
have  made  an  apparent  reduction  of  the  salary  account  by  em- 
ploying people  outside  of  the  office  and  paying  them  out  of 
the  Contingent  Fund,  bat  that  would  have  been,  in  my  judg- 
ment, a  more  extravagant  method  of  doing  the  work,  and  also 
less  efficient.

To  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  : 

Before  any  action  is  taken  respecting  the  distribution  of  the 
Excise  moneys,  usually  made  at  this  season  of  the  year  among 
certain  charitable  institutions,  not  specially  provided  for  bylaw, 
for  the  relief  of  the  poor  of  this  city,  it  is  proper  that  T  should 
present  a  statement  of  facts  about  this  fund  which  may  render 
it  necessary  for  the  Board  to  withhold  appropriations  from  all 
such  institutions  at  the  present  time.  This  necessity  would  be 
imfortunate  at  any  time,  but  it  is  doubly  so  now,  when  the  need 
of  means  to  afford  relief  to  the  poor  is  so  pressing,  and  when, 
also,  many  worthy  charitable  institutions  have  relied  upon  re- 
ceiving  aid  from  this  source. 

No  one  can  regret  the  occurrence  of  circumstances  which 
prevent  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  from  mak- 
ing appropriations  of  the  Excise  moneys  to  such  institutions 
more  than  myself  and  the  other  members  of  this  Board.  Eecent 
events,  however,  deprive  the  Board  of  the  power  to  make  such 
appropriations.  In  consequence  of  the  uncertainty  of  the  le- 
gal authority  of  the  Excise  Commissioners  to  grant  licenses  for 
the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  this  city  and  to  collect  the 
fees  therefor,  it  is  doubtful  whether  a  large  portion  of  the  Ex- 
cise moneys  which  they  have  received  will  not  have  to  be 
refunded  to  the  parties  who  paid  them.    Fox  this  reasoo^  these 
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moneys  are  not  now  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board  of  Estimate 
and  Apportionment  to  be  distributed  among  charitable  institu- 
tions generally. 

Having  been  informed  of  these  legal  difficulties,  I  addressed 
the  following  communication  to  the  Board  of  Excise  : 

November  27,  1877. 
George  W.  Morton,  Esq.,  President  Board  of  Excise : 

Sir, — It  has  been  stated  to  me  that  possibly  it  would  be  ne- 
cessary for  the  Board  of  Excise  to  refund  some  of  the  license 
fees  collected  and  paid  into  the  city  treasury  during  the  cur- 
rent year. 

As  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  is  about  mak- 
ing'the  annual  appropriation  of  the  Excise  moneys  to  charit- 
able societies,  as  provided  by  chapter  221,  Laws  of  1876, 1 
request  that  you  will  inform  me  whether  any  of  the  Excise 
money  now  in  the  treasury  will  be  called  for  by  the  Excise 
Board  for  refundiug,  or  can  all  be  distributed  as  provided  by 
law. 

Will  you  please  also  inform  me  what  amount  of  Excise 
moneys  you  will  probably  collect  and  pay  into  the  city  treasury 
before  the  close  of  the  present  year,  to  enable  the  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportioument  to  form  an  estimate  of  the 
amount  that  can  be  appropriated  for  charitable  purposes.

I  understand  from  the  Excise  Commissioners  that  the  pro- 
visions of  the  law  relating  to  the  granting  of  licenses  are  so 
conflicting  and  uncertain  in  their  true  interpretation,  that  until 
the  courts  have  decided  the  legal  questions  involved  or  legisla- 
tion shall  relieve  them  of  doubt  and  embarrassment,  they 
cannot  determine  what  disposition  can  be  lawfully  made  of  a 
large  part  of  the  Excise  moneys  they  have  received. 
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On  the  30th  day  of  November;  1877,  the  balance  of  the  Ex- 
cise money  in  the  city  treasury  was  $158,628.46.  Of  this 
amount  a  considerable  portion  is  required  to  be  appropriated 
for  the  support  of  destitute  children  committed  to  certani 
charitable  institutions  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  173, 
Laws  of  1875,  which  removed  them  from  the  charge  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Charities  and  Correction. 

The  number  of  children  of  this  class  for  which  bills  hare 
been  rendered  for  the  quarter  ending  November  30,  is  626, 
amounting,  at  $2  a  week  per  capita  to  $13,279.42  for  one 
quarter,  or  more  than  fifty  thousand  dollars  per  annum. 

The  Excise  moneys  have  been  necessarily  applied  to  these 
little  waifs  supported  by  the  city,  in  the  absence  of  any  other 
appropriation,  under  an  opinion  of  the  Counsel  to  the  Corpora- 
tion, printed  in  the  minutes  of  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mate and  Apportionment,  held  on  February  9, 1877. 

Except  appropriations  for  this  purpose,  no  other  appropria- 
tion can  be  safely  made  now  from  the  Excise  moneys  by  the 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment 

Preliminary  to  the  annual  appropriation  of  the  Excise 
moneys  to  charitable  institutions,  the  Comptroller  addressed 
a  circular  to  them  in  October  last,  requesting  such  statistical 
information  as  was  necessary  to  enable  the  Board  of  Estimate 
and  Apportionment  to  distribute  the  fund  fairly  among  them, 
a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  presented. 

A  copy  is  also  herewith  submitted,  of  the  blank  form  sent 
with  this  circular,  which  was  prepared  with  great  care  and 
precision,  to  meet  and  cover  all  points  on  which  statistical  in- 
formation in  regard  to  charities- is  required. 

The  officers  of  these  institutions  have  very  generally  com- 
plied with  the  requirements  of  the  circular,  and  their  returns 
are  now  on  file  in  the  Comptroller's  Office.  That  they  should 
be  disappointed  in  the  satisfaction  of  their  reasonable  hopes 
and  expectations  by  the  untoward  circumstances  which  de- 
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priye  them  of  appropriations  from  the  Excise  Fund,  is  deeply 

to  be  regretted. 

The  importance  of  tbe  appropriations  of  the  Excise  moneys 

to  the  charitable  institations  of  this  city  is  shown  by  the 

amount  which  they  have  received  since  the  passage  of  the  law 

authorizing  their  distribution  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and 

Apportionment,  footing  up  for  the  years  1875, 1876,  and  1877, 

the  sum  of  $721,304.32.

Oentlemen, — ^By  the  charter,  the  duty  is  imposed  upon  the 
Oommissioners  of  Accoants  to  examine,  from  time  to  time,  into

FiBST. — ^In  the  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Education  for 
the  year  1876,  page  99,  the  following  schedule  is  given  : 
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From  this  schedale  it  will  be  seen  that  prior  to  the  year 
1874,  the  appropriations  for  the  Board  of  Edacation  haTO  been 
made  on  a  basis  different  from  the  appropriations  for  the  sa^ 
ceedinp:  years,  1874, 1875  and  1876.  These  appropriations  prior 
to  the  year  1874  were  arrived  at  and  determined  according  to 
the  following  provisions  of  law  : 

(1.)  Chapter  386  of  the  Laws  of  1851,  which  provided  as 
follows : 

"  Sec.  14.  Whenever  the  Clerk  of  the  City  and  County  shall 
"receive  notice  from  the  State  Superintendent  of  Publicln- 
**  struction  of  the  amount  of  moneys  apportioned  to  the  County

**  schools  therein,  he  shall  immediately  lay  the  same  before  the 
"  Board  of  Supervisors  of  said  county. 

"Sec.  Ii5  The  said  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  annually  raise 
"  and  collect  by  tax  upon  the  inhabitants  of  said  city  and  county, 
"  a  sum  of  money  equal  to  the  sum  specified  in  such  notice,  at 
"  the  time,  and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  contingent  charges 
"  of  the  city  and  county  are  levied  and  collected  ;  also,  a  sam 
"  of  money  equal  to  one-twentieth  of  one  per  cent,  of  the  value 
"  of  the  real  and  personal  property  in  said  city  liable  to  bo  as- 
"  sessed  thereon,  and  pay  the  same  into  the  City  Treasury,  to 
"  be  appHjd  to  the  purposes  of  common  schools  in  said  city." 

(2.)  Section  three  of  the  same  statute  as  amended  by  chapter 
287  of  the  Laws  of  1867,  which  provides  : 

"  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Education,  on  or  be- 
"  fore  the  loth  day  of  November,  in  each  year,  to  report  to  the 
"  Board  of  Supervisors  of  said  city  and  county,  an  estimate  of 
"  the  amount  over  and  above  the  sum  specified  in  the  fifteenth 
"  section  of  this  act,  which  will  be  requured  daring  the  year  for 
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**  the  purposes  of  meeting  the  current  annual  expense  of  public 
''  instruction  in  said  citj,  for  purchasing,  leasing  and  procuring 
"  sites  for  erecting  buildings,  and  for  furnishing,  fitting  up,  al- 
tering and  enlarging,  and  repairing  the  buildings  under  their 
charge ;  for  the  support  of  schools  which  shall  have  been  or- 
ganized since  the  last  annual  apportionment  of  the  school 
"  moneys  made  by  the  Board,  and  of  such  further  sum  or  sums 
"  as  may  be  necessary  for  any  of  the  purposes  authorized  by 
''  this  act ;  but  the  aggregate  amount  so  reported  shall  not  ex- 
**  ceed  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  for  each  pupil  who  shall  have  ac- 
"  tuaily  attended  and  been  taught  the  preceding  year  in  the 
"  schools  entitled  to  participate  in  the  apportionment.'* 

Second. — Under  these  provisions  of  law,  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion was  entitled  to  have  annually  applied  to  and  for  the  uses 
o£  the  common  schools  of  the  city  : 

1.  The  amount  of  the  State  appropriation  for  school  purposes 
to  the  County  of  New  York. 

2.  An  amount  equal  to  the  State  appropriation  for  school 
purposes  to  the  county,  to  be  raised  by  tax  on  the  city. 

• 

3.  A  further  tax  of  one-twentieth  of  one  per  cent,  on  the 

value  of  the  real  and  personal  property  of  the  city  liable  to  be 
assessed  ;  and 

4.  Such  further  sum  or  sums  as  might  be  necessary  for  the 
purposes  of  the  Board,  as  authorized  by  law,  but  the  aggregate 
amount  of  such  sum  or  sums,  for  all  such  purposes,  could  not 
exceed  ten  dollars  for  each  pupil  who  should  actually  have  at- 
tended and  been  taught  the  preceding  year  in  the  schools  of 
the  city. 

From  these  foub  sources,  and  from  no  other,  the  Board  of 
Education  was  entitled  to  receive,  and  did  receive  each  year. 
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prior  to  the  year  1874,  all  the  moneys  which  could  be  lawMj 
expended  in  any  one  year  for  the  purpose  of  the  common  schools 
of  the  city.  Three  of  the  sources  specified,  fixed  definitely  the 
amount  of  money  to  })e  raised  through  the  instrumentality  of 
each,  while  the  remaining  source  defined  a  maximum  within  the 
limits  of  which  the  amount  of  money  raised  through  its  instra- 
mentaliiy  was  restricted.  The  machinery,  by  the  operation  of 
which  these  moneys  were  to  be  provided,  is  also  defined  by  the 
provisions  of  the  laws  above  quoted.  This  machinery  was  as 
follows :  On  the  receipt  of  the  certificate  of  the  State  officer, 
determining  the  amount  of  the  State  appropriation  for  the  com- 
mon schools  of  the  county,  the  Board  of  Educaiimi  certified 

THE  AMOUNT  TO  THE  BOARD  OF  SUPERVISOES  OF  THE  CoUKTY,  Mid 

accompanied  this  with  a  further  certificate  showing  the  addi- 
tional amount  required  for  the  purpose  of  the  schools,  not  ex- 
ceeding the  maximum  of  ten  do^ars  for  each  pupil  actoally 
taught  during  the  preceding  year.  Upon  these  cebtificaics 
it  was  made  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  raise  bj 
tax: 

1.  An  amount  equal  to  the  State  apportionment. 

2.  The  amount  certified  as  required  for  the  purposes  of  t^e 
Board  of  Education,  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  each  papil 
actually  taught. 

3.  A  further  sum  equal  to  a  tax  of  one-twentieth  of  one  per 
cent,  on  the  assessed  valuation  of  property  subject  to  taxation 
in  the  city  and  county. 

Beyond  the  limits  thus  ascertained  and  determined,  the  oitJ 
was  not  liable,  and  could  not  be  required  to  pay  for  the  ex- 
penditures of  the  Board  of  Education. 

Thibd. — It  is  now,  however,  maintained  by  the  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation, that  by  the  Charter  of  1873,  a  new  system  was  per- 
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fected  for  determining  the  expenditnres  of  the  Board,  and  this 
perfected  system,  it  is  stated,  has  repealed  all  the  limitcUions 
apon  these  expenditures  contained  in  the  laws  above  set  forth. 

It  is  not  pretended  that  this  repeal  was  made  bj  any  special 
or  direct  enactment,  but  simply  that  it  is  to  be  inferred  from 
th3  terms  of  the  section  in  the  Charter  of  1873,  creating  the 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  and  requiring  the 
Board  of  Education  to  submit  to  the  Board  so  created  its  esti- 
mates for  examination  and  approval.  The  argument  in  support 
of  this  repeal  is,  that  because  the  Charter  provides  that  it  is 
only  as  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  approves ;' 
that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  now  authorized  to  impose  a 
tax  on  the  city  for  the  purposes  of  the  Board  of  Education,  the 
restrictions  upon  the  expenditures  of  the  latter  Board  are  no 
longer  the  limitations  contained  in  the  provisions  of  the 
statutes  above  quoted,  but  the  amount  included  in  the  resolu- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  fixing  the 
appropriation ;  that  the  amount  of  the  appropriation  alone  fixes 
the  limit  of  expenditures,  while  there  is  no  limit  imposed  by  law 
on  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  in 
determining  what  the  amount  of  the  annual  appropriation 
should  be. 

In  accordance  with  these  views  of  the  Board  of  Education, 
the  estimate  of  the  Board  for  the  ensuing  year  has  been  pre- 
pared and  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
ment for  approval.  This  estimate  is  now  before  the  latter 
Board  for  its  final  action  thereon. 

Before  such  action  is  taken  the  question  should  be  deter- 
mined whether  the  Board  of  Education  is  correct  in  the  opinion 
it  entertains,  that  the  restrictions  contained  in  the  statute  of 
1851,  and  the  statutes  amendatory  thereof,  as  above  set  forth, 
are  no  longer  in  force.  If  this  opinion  is  not  correct  the  esti- 
mate of  the  Board  of  Education  for  the  year  1878  is  largely  in 
^^Lcess  of  iixe  maximum  amount  authorized  by  these  statutes  to 
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be  appropriated  and  applied  for  the  purposes  of  the  Board  ia 
any  one  year.  As  we  view  the  matter,  the  restrictions  which 
these  laws  impose  are  still  operative,  and  define  a  limit  within 
which  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  is  required 
to  fix  the  amount  to  be  allowed  in  any  one  jear  for  the  par- 
poses  of  the  Board  of  Education. 
Oar  reasons  for  the  conclusions  are,  shortly,  as  follows : 

(1.)  The  Board  of  Education  is  not  a  part  of  the  government 
of  the  city,  and  the  laws  which  relate  to  the  city  government 
do  not  apply  to  the  administration  of  the  Board  of  Education, 
except  in  so  far  as  these  relate  to  the  raising  of  the  moneys  re- 
quired for  the  purposes  of  the  Board  and  the  payment  of  the 
moneys  so  raised  through  the  Finance  Department  of  the  city. 
In  law,  the  Board  of  Education  is  a  corporation,  and  as  such 
can  sue  and  be  sued.     It  has  always  been  so  except  for  a  short 
interval  between  April,  1871,  and  March,  1873,  during  which 
interval  the  Board  was  superseded  by  the  Department  of  Pab- 
lic  Instruction  of  the  city,  created  by  the  amended  charter  of 
1871.    This  Department  was  however  abolished  by  the  statute 
relating  to  the  common  schools,  passed  March  31st,  1873— a 
statute  which  re-created  the  Board  of  Education.    The  De- 
partment of  Public  Instruction  was  charged,  while  it  existed, 
with  the  same  powers  and  required  to  perform  the  same  duties 
as  the  Board  it  superseded,  and  the  Board  of  Education,  re- 
created in  1873,  had  conferred  upon  it  the  same  powers,  and  it 
was  charged  with  the  same  duties  as  the  Department  of  Public 
Instruction,  which  it  in  turn  superseded. 

The  present  Board  of  Education,  therefore,  having  the  same 
powers  and  the  same  duties  to  perform  as  the  old  Board  of 
Education,  the  laws  which  conferred  these  powers  and  imposed 
these  duties  are  the  same  laws  under  and  pursuant  to  which 
the  old  Board  acted. 
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(2.)  In  and  by  these  laws — ^tbe  duty  was  imposed  (1)  on  the 
BoABD  OF  EDUCATION — to  Certify  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
of  the  county,  the  amount  of  the  State  appropriation  for  the 
schools  of  the  county  for  the  year,  and  the  further  sum  or  sums 
required  for  the  purposes  of  the  Board,  not  exceeding  in  the 
aggregate  ten  dollars  for  .each  pupil  actually  taught  in  the 
schools  of  the  city  during  the  preceding  year ;  and  (2),  on  tlie 
Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  county  upon  these  certificates  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  to  raise  by  tax  upon  the  estates,  real  and 
personal,  subject  to  taxation  in  the  city  and  county,  for  the 
purposes  of  the  support  of  the  schools  of  the  city,  the  following 
amounts,  namely : 

(1.)  A  sum  equal  to  the  State  appropriation. 

(2.)  A  further  sum  equal  to  one-twentieth  of  one  per  cent, 
on  the  assessed  valuation. 

(S.)  A  still  further  sum  certified  by  the  Board  of  Education 
as  required  for  the  purpose  of  the  Board,  not  exceeding  in  the 
aggregate  ten  dollars  for  each  pupil  actually  taught,  as  above 
explained. 

The  first  and  second  amounts  so  authorized  to  be  raised  were 
fixed  and  determined  independent  of  the  action  of  either  the 
Board  of  Education  or  the  Board  of  Supervisors — the  one,  the 
amount  equal  to  the  State  appropriation — by  the  State  officers ; 
the  other,  the  one-twentieth  of  one  per  cent,  on  the  valuation — 
by  express  enactment  in  the  statute  of  1831.  The  determination 
of  the  third  amount  authorized  to  be  raised  by  tax  was,  in  the 
discretion  of  the  Board  of  Education,  subject  to  the  maximum 
limit  of  ten  dollars  for  each  pupil  actually  taught  in  the  schools 
during  the  preceding  year,  and  up  to  this  limit  it  was  manda- 
tory  on  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  raise  the  amount  on  the 
certificate  of  the  Board  of  Education.  .  Beyond  this  maximum 
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limit  it  was  Ulegal  for  the  Board  of  Education  to  certify,  or  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  to  impose  a  tax. 

(3.)  So  the  law  continued  until  the  passage  of  the  charter  of 
the  city  of  1873,  as  amended  by  the  statute,  chapter  757  of  the 
Laws  of  that  year.  The  provision  in  section  8  of  chapter  574 
of  the  Laws  of  1871,  being  the  amended  charter  of  that  year, 
constituting  and  creating  a  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
ment.  was  superseded  by  the  provisioos  contained  in  the  statute, 
chapter  583  of  the  Laws  of  the  same  year  ;  the  latter  statute 
having  been  passed  the  day  after  the  amended  charter,  and  by 
its  provisions  constituted  and  created  a  new  Board  of  Appor- 
tionment. This  statute,  chapter  583,  Laws  of  1871,  was,  how- 
ever, only  temporary  in  its  operations  and  expired  by  limitation 
at  the  end  of  1872. 

Prior  to  the  passage  of  the  amended  charter  of  1873,  which 
was  passed  on  the  30th  day  of  April,  in  that  year,  the  statute 
re-creating  the  Board  of  Education,  and  conferring  upon  it  ihe 
powers  and  duties  of  the  old  Boaird,  was  enacted — ^this  latter 
statute  having  been  passed  March  31, 1873. 

By  the  charter  of  1873,  (section  112  as  amended  by  section 
20  of  chapter  757,  Laws  of  1873),  the  present  Board  of  Esti- 
mate and  Apportionment  was  created,  and  it  was  made  the 
duty  of  this  Board, 

'^  Annually  between  the  first  day  of  August  and  the  first  day 
''  of  November,  to  meet,  and  by  the  affirmative  vote  of  all  the 
"  members,  make  a  provisional  estimate  of  the  amounts  re- 
''  quired  to  pay  the  expenses  of  conducting  the  public  business 
"  of  the  City  and  County  of  New  York,  in  each  department  and 
''  branch  thereof,  and  the  Board  of  Education,  for  the  next  en- 
"  suing  year.  In  such  provisional  estimate  they  shall  include 
"  such  sum  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  payment  of  the.interest 
"  on  the  bonds  of  the  said  city  and  county  which  shall  become 
"  due  and  payable  within  said  year,  and  such  sum  as  shall  be 
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**  necessaTy  to  pay  the  principal  of  any  bonds  and  stocks  which 
shall  become  due  and  payable  from  ta^es  within  said  year." 
♦  *  *  "  For  the  purpose  of  making  such  provisional 
estimate  the  heads  of  Departments  and  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation, shall  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  said  provisional 
estimate  is  required  to  be  made,  as  herein  provided,  send  to 
the  Board  of  Apportionment  an  estimate  in  writing,  herein 
called  a  Departmental  Estimate,  of  the  amount  of  expendi- 
ture, specifying  in  detail  the  objects  thereof  required  in  their 
respective  departments,  including  a  statement  of  each  of  the 
salaries  of  their  officers,  clerks,  employees,  and  subordinates. 
The  same  statement  as  to  salaries  and  expenditures  shall  be 

"  made  by  all  other  officers,  persons,  and  boards  having  power 

"  to  fix  or  authorize  them." 

After  this  provisional  estimate  is  made  up  by  the  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment,  and  passed  upon  by  the  Board 
of  Aldermen,  it  is  returned  by  the  latter  Board  to  the  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment,  and  this  latter  Board  is  required 
to  consider  the  same  with  such  objections  or  rectifications  as 
might  be  submitted  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  after  such 
consideration,  to  make  a  final  estimate.  The  statute  further 
provides : 

**  After  the  final  estimate  is  made  in  accordance  herewith,  it 
"  shall  be  signed  by  the  members,  and  when  so  signed,  the 
^  several  sums  shall  be  and  become  appropriated  to  the  several 
"  purposes  and  departments  therein  named.  *  *  *  *  The 
^  aggregate  amount  so  estimated  shall  be  certified  by  the 
"  Comptroller  to  the  Supervisors  of  the  county,  and  they  are 
"  hereby  empowered  and  directed  annually  to  cause  to  be 
**  raised  according  to  law,  and  collected  by  tax  upon  the  estates, 
**  real  and  personal,  subject  to  taxation,  within  the  City  and 
**  County  of  New  York,  the  said  amounts  so  estimated  and  cer- 
**  tified  as  aforesaid." 
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(4.)  In  order  to  determine  the  extent  of  the  powers,  and  the 
nature  of  the  duties  which  these  amended  provisions  of  the 
charter  of  1873  conferred  upon  and  required  to  be  performed 
bj  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  it  is  necessary 
to  understated  the  provisions  of  the  pre-existing  laws  relating 
to  the  various  matteis  upon  which  the  action  of  the  Board  is 
required.  Oue  thing  is  very  clear,  from  the  express  terms  of 
the  charter,  viz.,  that  after  its  passage,  the  action  of  the  Board 
of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  on  the  final  estimate  is  the 
only  basis  for  the  certificate  upon  which  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors can  impose  the  annual  tax  levy  of  the  city.  All  provi- 
sions of  law,  therefore,  which,  previous  to  the  passage  of  the 
charter  of  1873,  required  and  directed  the  Board  of  Supervi- 
sors to  impose  a  tax  for  any  purpose  on  the  certificate  of  any 
Board  or  Officer,  must  be  held  to  have  been  repealed  by  the 
charter  provision  and  the  system  therein  provided  for,  as  being 
clearly  inconsistent  therewith. 

It  is  equally  clear  that  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Appor- 
tionment constitutes  an  intermediate  authority,  as  it  were,  es- 
tablished between  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  on  the  one  hand, 
and  all  boards,  officers,  or  departments,  the  purposes  of  whose 
administration  is  to  any  extent  made  a  burden  or  cliarge  to  be 
raised  by  tax  upon  the  city.  Every  expense  claimed  to  be  a 
charge  upon  the  city,  and  which  requires  to  be  raised  by  taxa- 
tion in  the  annual  tax  levy  must,  by  the  express  terms  of  the 
provision  constituting  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
ment, be  submitted  to  this  Board,  and  by  it  included  in  the 
provisional  or  final  estimate,  so  as  to  secure  the  amount  re- 
quired being  raised  in  the  tax  levy.  Now,  it  is  not  a  question 
open  to  dispute,  but  that  in  the  expenses  thus  required  to  be 
submitted  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  for  its 
action,  there  are  included  (1)  Charges  Jixed  by  statute,  over  VrMcb 
the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  has  no  control— 
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being  required  by  mandatory  laws  to  include  the  amonnt  in  the 
final  estimate ;  saoh,  for  instance,  as  the  State  tax,  the  princi- 
pal of  the  debt  faUing  due  each  year,  and  the  salaries  of  all 
officers  and  subordinates  fixed  by  the  Legislature.  (2). 
Charges^  where  by  statute,  a  maximum  limit  is  fixed,  and  which 
limit  cannot  therefore  be  exceeded  by  the  Board  of  Estimate 
apd  Apportionment  in  the  final  estimate ;  such,  for  instance,  as 
the  appropriation  for  the  several  corporations  or  charitable 
institutions  in  the  city  and  elsewhere,  to  whose  expenses  the  city 
is  required  to  contribute,  the  limit  of  liability  being  in  almost 
every  instance  a  per  capita  allowance  for  each  inmate  the  insti- 
tution provides  for.  This  joer  capita  allowance  is  the  maximum 
of  the  city's  liability,  and  there  is  nothing  contained  in  the  pro- 
vision  constituting  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment 
which  would  warrant  it  to  increase  this  per  capita  allowance, 
and,  by  such  means,  increase  the  extent  of  the  charge  or 
liability  of  the  city.  By  the  law,  as  previously  administered, 
the  moneys'  required  for  these  several  institutions  or  corpora- 
tions was  raised  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  by  tax  on  the 
certificate  or  requisition  of  the  officers  of  each  corporation,  but 
this  machinery  is  now  superseded  by  the  provision  in  the 
charter,  and  the  officers  of  these  several  institutions  or  corpo- 
rations must  submit  their  estimates  to  and  satisfy  the  Board 
of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  as  to  the  number  of  inmates ; 
and,  upon  this  number  being  determined,  the  per  capita  allow- 
ance must  be  made,  and  the  amount  so  determined  provided 
for  in  the  final  estimate. 

(5.)  What  in  these  circumstances  is  the  real  position  of  the 
Board  of  Education  in  its  relation  to  the  Board  of  Estimate 
and  Apportionment  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors?  To  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  certainly,  the  Board  of  Education  can  no 
longer  present  any  certificate  or  requisition  for  the  raising  of 
money  by  tax  for  the  purposes  of  the  schools  of  this  city.    The 


Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  is  established  interme- 
diate between  the  Board  of  Education  and  the  Board  of  Snper- 
visors  the  same  as  it  is  between  the  latter  Board  and  every 
other  board,  officer,  or  institution,  the  expense  of  whose  ad^ 
ministration  is  a  charge  on  the  city.    To  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mate and  Apportionment  the  Board  of  Education  must  submit 
its  estimate,  the  same  as  every  other  officer,  board,  or  institution 
is  required  to  do,  and  in  determining  the  amount  to  be  included 
in  the  final  estimate  for  the  purposes  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, it  is  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
ment to  ascertain  and  determine  what  the  law  authorizes  to  be 
raised  and  expended  for  the  common  schools  of  the  city.    If 
the  amount  is  fixed  and  determined  by  statute  then  the  amount 
to  be  included  in  the  final  estimate  is  the  sum  so  fixed  and  de- 
termined.    If  the  sum  is  only  to  be  fixed  and  determined  with- 
in a  maximum  limit,  then  beyond  this  no  amount  can  be  in- 
cluded in  the  final  estimate.    It  is  no  doubt  correct  that  the  pro- 
vision in  the  charter  of  1873,  which  requires  the  estimate  of  the 
Board  of  Education  to  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Estimate 
and  Apportionment,  directs  that  in  such  estimate  shall  be  in- 
cluded the  amount  of  expenditure  required  for  the  purpose  of 
the  Board,  specifying  in  detail  the  objects  thereof,  and  a  state- 
ment of  each  of  the  salaries  of  the  officers,  clerks,  employees 
and  Eiubordinates  of  the  Board  ;  but  this  is  just  such  a  state- 
ment as  is  required  from — say  the  officers  of  the  Judiciary,  and 
the  Board  of  Police,  but  it  cannot  be  maintained  that  the  Board 
of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  can  either  increase  or  limit  the 
amount  required  to  pay  the  salaries  of  the  Judiciary  or  of  the 
Police  Force.    The  mere  requirement,  therefore,  in  the  provi- 
sion of  the  charter  to  submit  such  estimates  to  the  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment  does  not  give  the  latter  board 
a  discretionary  power  to  deal  with  such  estimates  when  submit- 
ted, as  it  might  in  the  interest  of  the  city  think  proper  should 
be  done.    The  Board  is  bound  to  consider  what  the  Legislature 
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haSy  from  time  to  time,  enacted  on  the  subject,  and  where  the 
salaries  are  so  fixed,  or  where  the  amount  for  any  purpose  in- 
cluded in  any  of  the  estimates  is  restricted  by  the  Legislature, 
such  determination  or  restriction  must  be  considered  and  effect 
given  to  it  by  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Appor- 
tionment. 

Now  the  law  as  to  the  Board  of  Education,  as  already  ^own 
fixes  a  per  capita  allowance  for  certain  purposes  of  the  Board 
not  to  exceed  ten  dollars  for  each  pupil  actually  taught  in  the 
Bohools  during  the  preceding  year.  In  submitting  its  estimate, 
therefore,  the  Board  of  Education  should  show  the  average  ac- 
tual attendance  of  pupils  at  the  schools  during  the  preceding 
year,  and  also  the  particular  purposes  for  which  it  will  require 
to  make  expenditures,  so  that  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Ap- 
portionment may  be  satisfied  as  to  the  extent  of  the  burden 
which  should  be  provided  for  in  the  tax  levy  within  the  limits 
of  the  per  capita  allowance.  This  limit  is  themaximum  of  the  6th 
UgalioTiy  the  minimum  being  such  sum  as  may  be  actually  re- 
quired and  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  the  schools,  according 
as  the  Board  of  Education  may  be  able  to  satisfy  the  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment  on  the  subject 

(6.)  In  no  other  section  of  the  charter— except  as  above  quo- 
ted from  section  112  as  amended  by  section  20,  chapter  757  of 
the  Laws  of  1873 — is  the  Board  of  Education  specified  by 
name ;  the  only  provision  of  law,  thjBrefore,  which  bears  upon 
the  question  presented  is  the  one  above  quoted  from  the  section 
referred  to. 

Fourth. — The  liability  of  the  city  for  the  support  of  the  com- 
mon schools  as  shown,  being  fixed,  express  by  statute  or  with- 
in A  MAXIMUM  UMTT,  the  Only  remaining  point  to  be  considered 
is  how  the  facts  are  to  be  ascertained  upon  which  this  limit  is 
based.    The  limit  is  ten  dollars  for«  each  pupil  actually  taught 
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in  the  schools  daring  the  preceding  year.  This  limit,  howeTer, 
has  been  for  years  systematically  ignored  by  the  Board.of  Ed- 
ucation— a  system  having  been  established  or  countenanced  by 
the  Board,  if  not  for  the  express  purpose,  it  certainly  has  had 
the  effect  of  increasing  the  appropriation  largely  in  excess  of 
the  statutory  limit.  This  ought  no  longer  to  be  countenanced 
or  tolerated.  This  system  is  in  part  so  well  explained  in  a  re- 
port by  a  Special  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Education  printed 
at  page  16,  Journal  of  Education,  1869,  document  No.  9,  that  we 
transcribe  the  following  extract : 

"  A  serious  evil  which  has  attracted  the  attention  of  your 
"  committee  is  the  method  heretofore  prevailing  of  allowing  the 
"  same  pupils  to  appear  upon  the  register  of  the  several  differ- 
''  ent  schools  at  the  same  time,  and  thus  having  such  pupils 
"  counted  several  times  over  in  the  computation  of  the  whole 
"  number  annually  taught  on  which  the  appropriation  of  ten 
"  dollars  per  pupit,  annually,  is  based." 

During  the  year  1876,  the  average  daily  attendance  of  pupils 
actually  taught  at  the  schools  was  122,518,  The  entire  accom- 
modation afforded  by  all  the  common  schools  in  the  city,  ac- 
cording to  the  principals*  return  for  the  year  1876,  was  133,873. 

If  it  is  the  average  daily  attendance  of  pupils  actually  taught, 
which  is  the  basis  of  the  per  capita  allowance  not  exceeding  ten 
dollars  for  each  pupil,  there  ought  to  be  no  difficulty  in  deter- 
mining the  proper  application  of  the  limitation  contained  in  the 
statute.  For  years,  the  Board  of  Education  has  claimed  the 
per  capita  allowance  for  pupils  largely  in  excess  of  the  actual 
average  number  taught  during  the  year,  the  excess  being  for 
upwards  of  70,000  pupils  more  than  the  schools  could  actually 
accommodate,  so  that  since  1870,  through  the  operation  of  this 
system,  the  city  has  been  subjected  to  an  excess  of  taxation  for 
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these  schools  of  no  less  than  $^675,892.17,  as  shown  by  the  fol- 
lowing table :

Gentlemen, — I  have  received  a  copy  of  the  resolution 
adopted  by  your  Board  on  the  17th,  referring  to  me,  with  re- 
quest for  an  early  opinion,  the  report  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Accounts  with  reference  to  the  expenditures  of  the  Board  of 
Education.  The  subject  matter  of  that  report  received  my 
thorough  consideration  in  July  last,  at  which  time  I  sent  a 
written  opinion  upon  the  subject  in  answer  to  a  request,  a  copy 
of  which  I  inclose  to  Mr.  Commissioner  Howe,  after  several 
consultations  on  the  subject  with  him. 

The  considerations  advanced  in  the  communication  to  the 
Board  of  Apportionment  are  forcibly  presented,  but  after 
carefully  reviewing  the  subject,  I  entertain  no  doubt  that  the 
view  of  the  law  presented  by  me  in  the  opinion  furnished  the 
Commissioners  of  Accounts  is  correct,  and  I  therefore  inclose 
a  copy  of  that  opinion.  The  limitation  of  $10  per  pupil  taught, 
found  in  the  Act  of  1851,  has  been  supplanted  by  the  general 
system  found  in  the  Charter  of  1873,  by  which  full. discretion 
over  the  subject  of  appropriations  has  been  conferred  upon  the 
Board  of  Apportionment.

Sir, — Accompanying  this  letter  please  find  Manual  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  for  1876,  in  which  is  collated  all  the  laws 
itlaUng  to  that  department  of  the  City  Government. 
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Will  you  do  us  the  favor  to  give  an  opinion  as  to  whether  or 
not  that  Board,  in  making  up  its  estimate  for  the  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment  for  the  year  ensuing,  should  not 
be  governed  by  the  laws  thus  collated  in  the  accompanying 
book,  and  in  making  such  estimate  shr<uld  they  not  be  gov- 
erned by  the  table  herewith  inclosed,  and  which  heretofore  has 
been  the  basis  upon  which  all  their  estimates  have  been  made 
up  to  1871,  or  have  these  laws  been  repealed  by  the  Charter 
of  1873  ?

Sir — ^Your  communication,  dated  June  25, 1877,  has  received 
my  careful  consideration. 

While  the  letter  is  general  in  its  terms,  I  have  from  your 
personal  statements  gathered  that  you  really  desire  an  answer 
to  only  this  question  :  "  Is  there  any  present  existing  force  in 
the  provision  of  the  first  subdivision  of  §  3  of  chapter  386  of 
the  Laws  of  1851  (as  amended  by  chapter  287  of  the  Laws  of 
1867),  which  provision  is  as  follows  :  *  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Board  of  Education,  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  Novem- 
ber in  each  year,  to  report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  an 
estimate  of  the  amount  etc.,  which  will  be  required  during  the 
year,  etc. ;  but  the  aggregate  amount  so  reported  shall  not  ex- 
ceed the  sum  of  ten  dollars  for  each  pupil  who  shall  have 
actually  attended  and  been  taught  in  the  preceding  year  ?'  *' 

I  reply,  I  would  state  that,  in  my  opinion,  the  subdivision  in 
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question  is  not  now  of  controlling  authority,  for  the  following 
reasons,  which  involve  the  consideration  of  the  various  statutes 
relative  to  the  imposition  of  taxes  in  this  county : 

By  §  150  of  chapter  86  of  the  Revised  Laws  of  1813,  it  is 
provided  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  County  of  New 
York  shall  consist  of  the  Mayor,  Recorder,  and  Board  of  Alder- 
men, which  oflScers  contiuued  to  act  in  this  capacity  until  after 
the  passage  of  chapter  590  of  the  Laws  of  1857,  providing  for 
a  board  specially  elected. 

By  the  cited  section  of  the  Laws  of  1813,  the  Supervisors 
were  authorized  to  '*  examine  and  ascertain  what  sums  of 
money  are  by  law  imposed  on  the  said  city  in  that  year  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  poor,  for  defraying  the  contingent  charges 
of  said  city,  and  for  other  pui'poses,  and  shall  cause  the  same 
to  be  raised,  levied,  and  collected  in  the  said  city,"  etc. 

But,  as  appears  from  the  opinions  of  one  of  the  most  able  and 
learned  of  my  predecessors  (the  late  Judge  Bronson),  this  law 
gave  no  power  to  the  Supervisors  to  authorize  a  tax  for  any 
purpose,  but  only  to  "  ascertain  what  sums  are  by  law  imposed," 
etc.  (77  Pro.  Aldermen,  328 ;  Pro.  Supervisors,  1862,  Doc.  No. 
6,  pp.  62-64.) 

Accordingly,  the  Legislature  having  reseiTed  to  itself  the 
power  of  determining  annually  what  sums  should,  in  the  ab- 
sence of  other  legislation,  be  levied  by  tax  in  this  county,  we 
find  that  in  each  year  from  1813  till  1871  (in  which  the  so-called 
"  two  per  cent,  act,"  chapter  581,  was  passed),  it  was  the  cus- 
tom of  the  Legislature  to  pass  special  laws  each  year,  author- 
izing the  Supervisors  in  this  county  to  levy  certain  specified 
sums  by  tax. 

It  is  to  be  noticed,  therefore,  that  during  these  fifty-eight 
years,  the  Supervisors,  so  far  as  the  yearly  tax  was  conceraed, 
did  little  more  than  carry  out  the  specific  directions  of  the 
Legislature,  which  had  made  no  grant  of  discretionary  power. 
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These  directions  of  Ihe  Legislature  were  embodied  in  laws  of 
two  different  kinds :  the  first  including  the  annually  recurring 
tax-levy  acts,  which  authorized  and  commanded  the  raising  of 
specific  sums  for  the  current  year  ;  the  second,  illustrated  by 
the  15th  and  161h  sections  of  chapter  386,  of  the  Laws  of  1851 
(the  Common  Schools  Act),  commanding  the  levy  of  a  varying 
amount,  to  be  determined  by  some  body  other  than  the  Legis- 
lature or  Super^usors,  and  which  law  of  itself  was  in  the  nature 
of  a  continuing  authority  or  direction  for  the  levy  of  the 
amount  so  determined  in  each  recurring  year,  so  long  as  the 
law  should  exist.  But  under  whichever  class  of  laws  the  Super-  ' 
visors  acted,  they  did  so  (as  before  observed)  merely  as  the 
registers  of  the  Legislative  will,  and  without  discretionary 
power. 

With  reference  to  the  provisions  for  the  common  schools,  it 
appears  to  have  been  the  custom,  until  the  year  1843,  to  include 
them  in  the  objects  of  the  annual  tax-levy  act ;  but  this  custom 
never  seems  to  have  been  observed  after  the  passage  of  chapter 
320  of  the  Laws  of  1844. 

By  the  5th  section  of  this  law  (subsequently  incorporated  in 
the  15th  section  of  chapter  386  of  the  Laws  of  1851)  it  was  re- 
quired that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  should  thereafter  annually 
raise  for  school  purposes  certain  specified  sums,  a  provision 
which  operating  continuously,  dispensed  with  the  necessity  of 
subsequent  annual  enactments. 

By  the  16th  section  of  the  Law  of  1851,  a  similar  continuing 
authority  and  requirement  was  imposed  on  the  Supervisors  to 
provide  for  the  Board  of  Education  in  each  year,  such  amount 
as  the  latter  Board  should  report  as  necessary,  under  the  first 
subdivision  of  the  third  section  of  the  act,  being  the  subdivision 
to  which  your  letter  refers. 

It  was  with  reference  to  such  a  system  of  annual  taxation 
that  the  Board  of  Education  was  authorized  to  report  to  the 
Supervisors  the  amount  of  money  needed  for  its  purposes ;  a 
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soheme  in  which  the  Legislature  conceded  no  discretion  to  the 
Supervisors,  bnt  reserved  to  itself  ^the  duty  of  annually  deter- 
mining what  sums  should  be  levied,  and  the  purposes  to  which 
such  sums  should  be  applied. 

It  is  not  strange  that  in  varying  this  system,  in  behalf  of  the 
Boai*d  of  Education,  the  Legislature  was  unwilling  to  invest 
that  Boaid  with  unlimited  power  as  to  the  amount  which  it 
should  use.  It  was  a  great  departure  to  authorize  a  continuing 
tax,  and  to  subordinate  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  the  Board 
of  Education  ;  and  a  check  was  therefore  placed  on  the  latter 
Botuxl.  The  Supervisors  were  compelled  to  insert  in  the  tax 
levy  whatever  sum  the  Board  of  Education  reported  ;  and  for 
caution  it  was  provided  that  such  report  should  not  be  for  any 
sum  in  the  aggregate  exceeding  the  sum  of  four  dollars  (altered 
by  Laws  of  1867,  chapter  287,  to  ten  dollars)  for  each  child  in 
actual  attendance  upon  the  schools.  This  limitation  was  a 
consistent  and  reasonable  part  of  the  scheme  in  existence. 

But  by  the  Charter  of  1873  (chapter  335,  §  112),  as  amended 
by  §  20,  chapter  757,  of  the  Laws  of  1873,  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion was  brought  into  connection  with  a  new  and  entirely  dif- 
ferent system. 

A  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  was  by  this  act 
constituted,  to  which  the  Legislature  delegated  that  which  had 
always  been  withheld  from  the  Board  of  Supervisors — the  power 
of  determining  what  sums  should  be  raised  by  tax  in  this  city. 

The  new  scheme  is  complete  in  itself,  involving  the  following 
procedure : 

The  heads  of  departments  and  the  Board  of  Education  are 
to  send  to  the  Board  of  Apportionment,  and  also  to  the  Board 
of  Aldermen,  a  departmental  estimate  of  the  amount  of  the  ex- 
penditure necessary  in  the  approaching  year 

The  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  are  to  meet  anna- 
ally,  between  the  first  day  of  August  and  the  first  day  of 
November,  and  make  a  provisional  estimate  (based  on  the 
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departmental  estimates)  of  the  amount  required  to  pay  the  ex- 
penses of  conducting  the  public  business  of  the  City  and 
County  of  New  York  in  each  department^  and  branch  thereof, 
and  the  Board  of  Education,  for  the  then  next  ensuing  finan- 
cial year. 

The  provisional  estimate  is  within  ten  days  to  be  submitted 
to  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  which  body  shall,  after  considering 
and  inyestigating  the  same  for  not  more  |than  fifteen  days 
transmit  it,  with  the  necessary  objections  or  rectifications,  to 
the  Board  of  Apportionment. 

The  Board  of  Apportionment  shall  then  proceed  to  the  con- 
sideration of  such  objections  or  rectifications,  and  after  such 
consideration,  shall  make  a  final  estimate. 

And,  this  final  estimate  having  been  certified  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  that  body  is  empowered  and  directed,  annually,. 
to  be  caused  to  be  raised,  according  to  law,  and  collected  by 
tax  upon  the  estates,  real  and  personal,  subject  to  taxatioDi 
within  the  City  and  County  of  New  York,  the  amounts  bo  esti- 
mated and  certified  as  aforesaid. 

After  the  enactment  of  this  complete  system,  there  was  na 
longer  any  necessity  fw  yearly  tax-levy  acts ;  and,  of  course, 
they  have  ceased  to  appear  in  the  annual  session  laws.  The 
Board  of  Supervisors  have  once  for  all,  been  commanded  to 
levy  the  amount  which  may  be  estimated  and  certified  by  the 
Board  of  Apportionment :  and  whatever  may  be  the  amount 
or  objects  of  that  sum,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  are  bound  to 
cause  tLe  same  to  be  raised. 

The  Board  of  Apportionment  is  a  new  power,  unlike  any 
existing  in  this  county  prior  to  1871.  It  exercises  the  author- 
ity and  discharges  the  function  which,  for  fifty-eight  years,  the 
Legislature  had  reserved  to  itself,  and  its  grant  of  this  power. 
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*'  to  determine  the  amonnts  required  to  pay  the  expenses  of 
oondaoting  the  pubUc  business  of  the  Cify  and  County  of  Neir 
York,  in  each  department  and  branch  thereof,  and  the  Board 
of  Education'*  is  without  limitation.  Therefore,  the  Board 
may  allow  to  each  and  eyery  department  whateyer  sum  it 
pleases,  unless  its  action  is  controlled  by  the  unmistakable  pro- 
vision of  some  previous  law  (for  there  has  been  no  repeal  or 
modification  of  this  law  since  1873). 

The  provision  to  yehich  you  refer  in  the  first  subdivision  of 
§  3,  of  chap.  386,  of  the  Laws  of  1851,  cannot  b^  construed  to 
be  such  a  limitation  upon  the  Board  of  Apportionment  It 
was  enacted  with  reference  to  a  system  in  which  no  such  au- 
thority as  that  exercised  by  the  Board  of  Apportionment  had 
any  place.  It  concerned  the  preparation  of  a  report  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  upon  whom  it  was  conclusive ;  while, 
under  the  present  law,  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  which  confirms 
the  tax,  could  pay  no  attention  whatever  to  such  a  report. 
While  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  this  particular  were  formerly 
subject  to  the  Board  of  Education,  they  now  are  controlled  ex- 
jclusively  by  the  Board  of  Apportionment. 

'  Again,  with  reference  to  the  departmental  estimates  which 
the  Board  of  Education  must  furnish  to  the  Board  of  Appor- 
tionment, the  Law  of  1873,  though  carefully  defining  of  what 
it  must  consist,  omits  to  place  any  limit  as  to  the  amount 
which  it  shall  call  for.  It  seems  to  me  unreasonable  to  import 
such  a  limitation  from  a  law  concerning  a  report  of  an  entirely 
different  character  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  bearing  no  re- 
semblance to  the  Board  of  Apportionment 

Legislation  of  a  character  not  so  distinct  in  its  effect  as  these 
provisions  of  the  Charter  of  1873,  has  heretofore  been  consid- 
ered by  one  of  my  predecessors  (Mr.  Dillon)  to  have  the  effect 
of  repealing  the  subdivisions  of  the  Law  of  1851  to  which  you 
refer.     That  opinion  is  cited  at  length  by  Judge  Hoffman  in 
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Ids  eolleetton  of  laws  relating  to  the  City  (Vol,  2,  p.  122),  with 
an  iatimation  by  himself  (in  the  foot-note)  of  doubt  whether 
saoh.  a  repeal  had  not  also  been  accomplished  by  the  Oharter 
of  1867. 

In  consideration  of  all  these  facts  and  reasons,  and  in  view 
of  the  farther  fact  that  in  place  of  the  former  arbitrary  limit 
upon  the  Board  of  Education,  there  has  been  substituted  a  body 
capable  of  exercising  an  intelligent  power  of  reduction,  I  have 
reached  the  conclusion  that  the  section  of  the  law  to  which  you 
xefer  is  no  longer  of  controlling  authority. 

Bat  the  Board  of  A.pportionment  may,  in  reaching  its  con- 
olosions,  be  guided  by  the  terms  of  a  law  which  for  twenty 
jrears  expressed  the  legislative  will  with  reference  to  the  cost  of 
odocation,  even  though  the  law  has  lost  its  binding  force. 

At  a  recent  educational  meeting  in  Massachusetts,  it  was  ob- 
served that,  within  the  last  twenty-five  years,  the  cost  of  public 
instruction  in  that  state  had  increased  three-fold.  A  similar  in- 
crease is  noticeable  in  this  City,  as  shown  in  the  following 
changes  in  the  amount  ot  per  capita  allowance. 

1851,  ch.  386,  §  3,  gives  a  per  capita  allowance  of. ... .   $4 

1863,  ch.  124,  increases  this  to .,     5 

1865,  chap.  69,  again  increases  this  to 8 

1867,  chap.  287,  the  third  time  increases  this  to 10 


Yon  inform  me  that  the  latter  limit  is  now  largely  exceeded, 
and  adc  whether  the  excessive  expenditure  may  not  be  re- 
strained under  the  Law  of  1851. 

lean  answer  only  that  if  the  act  referred  to  were  in  force,  and 
ihe  Board  of  Education  had  any  authority  over  the  matter,  the 
limit  of  $10  per  capita  would  necessarily  have  to  be  observed, 
bat  now,  as  the  matter  is  under  the  control  of  the  Board  of  Ap- 
portionment, that  legislative  restriction  can  only  serve  as  a 
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guide  to  th6  Board  of  Apportionment  for  their  disoretionaij 
consideration,  bat  does  not  bind  that  Board.

As  to  the  Kiogsbridge  Road,  it  wiis  some yeara  age 
to  improve  it  to  it^  Lew  width  and  grade  at  an  e 
about  $200,000,  half  of  which,  at  least,  would  foil  o 
and  the  contracts  therefor  had  already  been  award 
took  charge  of  this  Department.  The  contracts  wert 
relinquished,  and  believing  so  large  an  expenditure 
timely  and  unnecessary,  I  concluded  to  have  the  E 
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Boad  gradually  improved  at  very  moderate  expense  out  of  the 
annual  appropriation.  This  has  been  done  during  the  past 
two  years  as  far  as  our  means  would  permit,  with  very  gratify- 
ing results,  and  it  is  very  desirable  that  the  Department  be 
enabled  to  continue  the  good  work. 

I  trust  and  believe  that  on  consideration  of  the  above  facts 
the  full  amount  asked  by  the  Department  will  be  appropriated. 

I  would  also  urge  the  necessity  of  appropriating  the  full 
amount  asked  by  the  Department  ($50,000)  for  *•  Boulevards, 
Boads  and  Avenues,  Maintenance  of,"  which  the  provisional 
estimate  reduced  to  $40,000.  Twenty-four  miles  of  Macadam 
roadways,  covering  an  area  of  more  than  900,000  square  yards, 
must  be  maintained  out  of  this  appropriation,  and  special 
repairs  are  required  on  the  Boulevard,  as  explained  in  the  De- 
partmental Estimate.  While  the  area  of  roadways  has  con- 
stantly increased,  the  appropriation  has  been  steadily  reduced, 
and  the  inevitable  result  of  withholding  sufficient  means  for 
this  purpose  would  be  the  deterioration  and  disintegration  of 
the  roadways.

Salaries  in  this  Bureau  are  much  over  estimated.  We  think 
no  one  who  had  this  work  to  do  upon  his  own  account  would 
pay  $63,880  for  clerk  hire^and  salaries,  if  indeed  he  paid  lialf 
that  amount. 

Labor  is  also  estimated  largely  above  the  current  prices  for 
the  same  kinds  of  work,  and  largely  above  what  a  prudent  indi- 
vidual, doing  the  work  thoroughly  and  well,  would  pay  for  the 
same  work.  We  think  no  such  individual  would  pay,  or  be 
required  to  pay,  within  30  per  cent,  of  the  amount  estimated. 

Miscellaneous  expenses  are  also  over-estimated  in  the  same, 
or  nearly  the  same,  proportion. 

We  are  assured  that  the  streets  of  this  city  can  be  well  and 
thoroughly  cleaned  for  the  sum  of  $700,000  per  year,  wifli  a 
profit  to  the  contractor  which  will  be  fully  remunerative  and 
satisfactory  to  him ;  and  we  are  authorized  to  say  here  that  a 
citizen  of  the  city,  familiar  with  this  work,  will  contract  to  do 
this  work  for  that  sum,  and  will  furnish  the  requisite  bonds  for 
the  undertaking. 

The  records  of  the  Department  show  that  this  work  was 
done  from  January  1st  to  May  1st,  187  ,  for  the  sum  of 
$188,312.47.  At  the  same  fate,  the  work  for  that  entire  year 
would  have  cost  $565,000.

This  estimate  of  the  amouiit  required  for  this  Department 
for  1878,  limits  it  to  $2,790,500  instead  of  $3,949,800,  the 
amount  asked  for,  and  proposes  lessening  the  burdens  of  the 
city  during  the  current  year  by  $1,159,300.  It  has  been  made 
by  the  associations  of  citizens  whom  we  represent  before  you, 
upon  consultation  with  those  believed  to  be  among  the  best 
and  truest  friends  of  public  education  in  this  city,  and  is  based, 
to  some  extent,  on  a  comparison  of  the  amount  now  asked  for 
with  the  amount  spent  for  public  school  purposes  under  the 
system  which  preceded  the  present  Board.    It  is  submitted  in 
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no  feeling  of  hostility  to  the  present  system  of  public  education 
bat  in  the  earnest  desire  to  render  this  system,  by  making  it 
economical  and  just,  permanently  and  progressively  beneficial, 
to  the  highest  extent  practicable  ;  consistently  with  the  pros- 
perity and  progress  of  our  city,  and  within  the  just  limits  of  the 
claims  of  the  citizen  and  the  obligations  of  the  State.  The 
Board  of  Education  created  in  1873,  was  devised  avowedly  for 
the  purpose,  among  other  important  ends,  of  preventing  the 
waste  and  extravagance  of  the  former  Department  of  Public 
Instruction.  The  year  187'2,  the  last  year  of  that  Department, 
was  a  time  memorable  for  extravagance  and  reckless  expendi- 
ture of  money,  public  and  private.  Inflated  prices  in  every- 
thing prevailed.  The  value  or  purchasing  power  of  money 
was  much  less,  and  the  cost  of  living  and  supplies  was  fully 
thirty  per  cent,  greater  than  now.  The  cost  of  supplies  for 
the  schools  was  then  fully  one-third  more  than  now.  Theveiy 
important  item  of  fuel  was  twice  its  present  price.  In  that 
year  also,  the  Department,  yielding  to  the  general  demand  for 
higher  salaries  incident  to  the  time,  added  by  their  vote  twenty 
per  cent.,  in  the  aggregate  $181,600  to  the  teachers'  salaries  of 
the  previous  year.  The  expenditures  of  the  Department  dur- 
ing that  year,  including  this  addition  to  teachers'  salaries,* 
reached  the  enormous  sum  of  $2,830,000,  and  the  Department 
was  done  away. 

Notwithstanding  the  unprecedented  decline  in  prices  of  all 
property,  real  and  personal,  in  the  cost  of  living,  and  of  aU 
supplies,  and  the  corresponding  decline  in  salaries,  which  every- 
where prevails  in  private  business  throughout  the  city,  the 
Board  of  Education  continue  the  advance  in  salaries  to  the 
teachers,  voted  in  1872,  and  now  ask  you,  in  a  time  of  unparal- 
leled distress  and  embarrassment,  when  business  and  incomes 
are  reduced  to  fifty  per  cent.,  and  the  income  from  productive 
real  estate  is  scarcely  more  than  sufficient  to  pay  the  taxes  and 
interest  upon  the  mortgages  upon  it,  to  grant  them,  to  be 
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drawn  by  taxation  from  this  community,  for  the  public  schools 
in  1878,  $3,949,800,  an  amount  $1,119,800  greater  than  was  ex- 
pended in  1872.  According  to  the  report  of  the  Department,  it 
cost  the  city  $26.31  for  each  pupil,  at  tho  average  attendance  in 
1872.  This  cost  should  now  be  reduced  at  least  thirty  per  cent, 
to  correspond  with  the  reduced  cost  of  supplies  and  the  cost  of 
hying.  If,  however,  but  twenty  per  cent,  be  deducted,  the  cost 
for  each  pupil  would  then  be  $21.05.  At  this  rate,  allowing  the 
average  attendance  for  1878  to  be  125,000  instead  of  122,518  as 
in  1876,  the  amount  required  for  the  public  schools  in  1878 
would  be  $2,631,250,  or  $159,250  less  than  the  estimate  which 
we  submit. 

In  our  judgment,  if  equal  or  no  greater  economy  be  prac- 
ticed in  the  expenditures  of  the  Department  during  1878,  than 
was  practiced  under  the  old  system,  in  *1872,  the  cost  of  in- 
struction for  each  pupil  should  not  exceed  $21.05,  or  twenty 
per  cent,  less  than  thc^  cost  in  1872. 

If,  however,  the  entire  sum  asked  be  [appropriated  and  ex- 
pended, then  upon  the  average  attendance  of  125,000  the  cost 
will  be  $31.50  for  each  pupil,  or  twenty  per  cent,  higher  than 
the  cost  during  the  inflation  and  extravagance  of  1872. 

The  present  increased  cost  of  public  instruction  is  due  lai'gely, 
first,  to  the  continuance  of  the  inflated  salaries  voted  in  1872  ; 
and  second,  to  the  increase  in  the  numbers  of  teachers  of  the 
highrr  grades.  The  salaries  of  the  vice-principals  alone 
amounted  the  last  year  to  $245,864,  nearly  the  whole  of  which, 
it  is  believed,  may  be  saved  without  injury  to  the  schools. 
The  salaries  of  the  principals  of  the  schools,  and  the  professors 
and  assistants  of  the  Normal  College  amount  to  $757,600, 
which  is  nearly  one-third  of  the  whole  sum  paid  to  the  3,287 
teachers. 

They  are  the  real  friends  of  the  public  schools  in  this  city, 
who,  by  enforcing  wise  and  just  economy  in  connection  with 
i  efficient  and  thorough  instruction,  shall  make  them  at  once  in- 
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strnments  of  the  greatest  gDod  to  the  rising  generation,  and 
prevent  them  from  becoming  hardens,  "  grievons  to  be  borne," 
to  this  overtaxed  community. 

The  law  devolves  solely  upsn  your  honorable  body,  in  the 
power  it  gives  you  to  restrain  the  expenditure  of  all  depart- 
ments of  the  city  government  within  just  limits,  the  oppor- 
tunity and  duty  to  restore  the  prosperity  of  the  city. 

If  these  are  wisely  and  firmly  exercised  with  a  single  eyo  to 
the  public  welfare,  as  we  confidently  trust  they  will  be,  labor 
will  no  longer  shiver  and  beg  for  employment  in  our  streets, 
but  capital  and  labor  joining  hands,  will  build  up  this  island 
from  end  to  end,  and  river  to  river,  and  it  will  become  again  as 
designed  by  nature  and  position  the  imperial  centre  of  a  conti- 
nent's activity,  and  a  commanding  example  of  wise  and  just 
municipal  government. 

Those  who  shall  inaugurate  and  perform  this  work  will  earn 
and  receive  in  unstinted  and  increasing  measure  the  lasting 
gratitude  of  their  fellow-citizens.

of  the  City  of  Nexo  York  : 
Gentlemen, — Before  you  decide  finally  upon  the  amount  of 
the  appropriation  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Charities  and  Corrections  for  the  year  1878,  we  wish  to 
maketone  more  appeal  to  you  in  behalf  of  the  most  unfortunate 
of  the  city's  poor,  the  insane  men  and  women  crowded  into  the 
asylums  on  Ward's  and  Blackwell's  Islands,  and  beg  you  not 
only  to  grant  the  full  amount  asked  for  in  the  estimate  of  the 
Commissioners  for  these  institutions,  but  even  to  make  a  larger 
appropriation  for  salaries  than  they  have  suggested. 
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Ignoring,  for  the  present,  the  general  deficiencies  of  these 
asylums,  we  ask  you  to  consider  only  the  sufferings  to  which 
the  patients  must  be  subjected  owing  to  the  small  number  of 
attendants  who  now  are  placed  in  charge  of  them. 

The  attendants  themselves  must  be  constantly  overworked 
and  conseqaently  liable  to  become  irritable,  and  to  maltreat  the 
patients. 

The  latter  are  often  placed  in  "  restraint  *'  simply  because 
the  attendants  have  not  time  to  watch  over  them. 

With  the  utmost  devotion  on  the  part  of  the  attendants,  it  is 
impossible  that  the  patients,  many  of  whom  are  as  helpless  as 
little  children,  should  be  properly  cared  for,  even  physically. 

As  a  rule,  they  cannot  be  employed  in  useful  and  salutary 
work,  because  there  is  no  one  to  oversee  them,  and  most  of 
them  spend  the  time  in  absolute  idleness. 

They  remain  shut  up  in  crowded  wards,  where  they  excite 
and  madden  each  other,  because  attendants  cannot  be  spared 
to  take  them  out  for  air  and  exercise. 

They  may  be,  and  often  are,  injured  by  themselves  or  others 
because  tho  attendants  cannot  control  so  large  a  number  of 
lunatics  as  are  placed  under  their  charge,  and  finally,  the 
patients  cannot  have  the  benefit  of  that  training  in  self-control 
which  would  tend  towards  their  recovery,  because  no  attendant 
has  time  to  study  the  individual  character  of  the  patients.

Hudson  Biver  Asylum,  one  attendant  to  seven  or  eight 
patients. 

Homoeopathic  Asylum,  one  attendant  to  seven  patients. 

Willard  Asylum,  one  attendant  to  twelve  patients. 

While  on  Ward's  Island  Asylum,  there  is  one  attendant  to 
eighteen  patients,  and  on  BlackwelFs  Island,  one  to  twenty-four 
patients. 

In  the  hospitals  designed  for  acute  cases  there  is  a  laiger 
proportion  of  attendants  to  patients  than  in  the  Willard  Asy- 
lum, where  only  the  chronic  insane  are  treated,  but  in  the  two 
asylums  of  New  York  City  both  chronic  and  insane  patients 
are  received,  and  the  proportion  of  the  attendants  should  there- 
fore be  between  the  two,  one  for  every  ten  patients.  Owing, 
however,  to  the  want  of  accommodation  for  attendants  and 
patients  in  these  asylums,  we  shall  ask  only  for  one  attendant 
to  every  fifteen  patients,  that  is,  ninety-two  day  attendants  for 
the  larger  asylum,  and  forty-six  for  the  smaller.  The  estimate 
of    the  Oommissioners  of   Public  Charities   and  Correcticm 
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covers  part  of  this  increase,  and  we  again  ask  yon  not  only  not 
to  cut  down  that  estimate,  bnt  to  add  to  it  a  sufficient  amount 
to  pay  the  above  number  of  attendants. 

It  is  of  the  greatest  importance  also,  that  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Commissioners  in  regard  to  increasing  the  salaries 
of  the  Superintendents  of  both  asylums,  should  be  complied 
with,  and  that  not  only  one  bnt  two  paid  Assistant  Physicians 
should  be  engaged  for  Blackwell's  Island,  and  one  also  for 
Ward's  Island.
